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HARMACY has become accustomed to frequent 
P accusations of malpractice. 

The latest example was in Victoria where a 
statement published in the Melbourne Herald alleged 
widespread illegal supply of controlled drugs by phar- 
maceutical chemists. On February 27 an article was 
published under the heading, “We’re becoming drug 
saturated zombies.” In this article by John Vandenbeld, 
Dr. Allen Bartholomew, Pentridge psychiatrist and 
director of the Alcoholics Clinic, called for the setting 
up of a commission comprising representatives of the 
medical profession, the drug houses and the Government, 
to inquire into the question of drug taking in the 
community. 

Dr. Bartholomew advocated that present unrestricted 
drugs should be placed on a prescription list, and that 
doctors should be more cautious in prescribing drugs. 
Many doctors, he said, prescribed drugs on the slightest 
pretext. Two days later a statement attributed to Dr. 
David Zacharin, Secretary of the Australian College 
of General Practitioners, was published. 

Dr. Zacharin did not find himself in agreement with 
the criticism of prescribing habits of his colleagues. 
In fact, he was mildly critical of Dr. Bartholomew’s 
statement, and asserted that Dr. Bartholomew could 
have no possible knowledge of why doctors prescribed 
certain treatment. He conveniently overlooked the 
numerous published references to the concern of 
authorities and medical practitioners in all parts of the 
world regarding the extravagant and indiscriminate 
prescribing of specific action drugs. 

The Doctor, however, was more vocal in his accusation 
against chemists. He said: 

1. Several drugs that should be available only on 
doctor’s prescription were readily obtainable in 
chemists’ shops. 


HE notes for approved chemists issued by the Com- 
monwealth Department of Health in November, 
1960, under the section “Prescribing of Benefits— 

Procedures by Doctors,” states:— 

Medical practitioners when writing prescriptions shall 
set out the name and address of the patient and where 
the patient is a pensioner who holds an entitlement card

2. These drugs were on the restricted lists, and 
chemists selling them without prescription were 
liable to a heavy fine. 

3. The Drug Regulations were inadequately policed, 
and many chemists “got away with it.” 

If the Doctor is correctly reported, his imputation is 
that chemists generally are breaking the law in regard 
to the supply of restricted drugs. 

Such a statement coming from the representative of a 
responsible body of professional men is to be deplored. 
The reputation and standing of pharmaceutical chemists 
in the community and the high degree of observance of 
law by them gives the lie. Malpractice in pharmacy is 
not rampant, as Doctor Zacharin would suggest. The 
reputation of pharmacy is not likely to be greatly 
affected by statements such as those made by Dr. 
Zacharin. It is, of course, the duty of the pharmaceu- 
tical organisations to protect the good name of their 
members, and in fairness to them it is necessary to 
reply to misleading statements which distort the truth 
and create a wrong impression. In some instances, 
however, dignified silence can be more effective than 
a heated reply, and certainly is to be preferred to any 
form of recrimination. 

The inference that pharmaceutical chemists generally 
sell restricted drugs without prescription is without 
foundation. When infringements of the law are brought 
to notice they are investigated by responsible authorities, 
and in these isolated cases legal action is taken against 
offenders. 

If. Dr. Zacharin as Secretary of the College of General 
Practitioners of Australia or any of his colleagues 
suspects that an individual chemist is breaking the law, 
there is open to him or them the ethical procedure to 
bring the matter to the notice of the proper disciplinary 
body through their own professional organisation.

State Regulations, that prescriptions for dangerous drugs 
and restricted drugs shall bear the name and address of 
the patient as well as that of the prescriber, the provision 
in the Commonwealth Health Regulations that the 
pension number only will suffice would appear to be 
completely ineffective in relation to prescriptions for 
such drugs. 


There are very good reasons for the regulations which 


require the name and address of the patient being 
written, and it is inexplicable that such a provision 
should be written.into the regulations without consul- 
tation with State authorities responsible for adminis- 
tration of the Pharmacy and Poisons laws. 

Fortunately the position seems to be safeguarded by 
the proviso to the Commonwealth Regulations that State 
law must be observed.

Travelling Scholar Returns 


Dr. W. J. O’Reilly returned to Australia during the 
month after completion of his project in the U.S.A. 
under the H. W. Woods Travelling Scholarship. He left 
Australia as Mr. O’Reilly and qualified for his doctorate 
while overseas. 


Mr. O’Reilly qualified in pharmacy in New South 
Wales in 1953. He was a teaching assistant in pharmacy 
at the University of Sydney in 1953 and part-time until 
1957 while completing his B.Sc. degree in the University 
of Sydney with special interest in Biochemistry. 


In 1957 Mr. O’Reilly was a lecturer in pharmacy at 
the Sydney University and in 1958 was awarded the 
H. W. Woods Travelling Scholarship. 


His project took him to the University of California 
until 1960 when he took up a Parke-Davis Research 
Fellowship there. His research was related to mecha- 
nisms of barbiturate action. These earned for him 
Degree of Doctor of Philosophy in June 1960. 


Dr. O’Reilly has now returned to the University of 
Sydney as a lecturer. 


While abroad Dr. O’Reilly married. His wife was 
born at The Hague of Danish parents, and she graduated 
at the Royal Danish School of Pharmacy, Copenhagen. 
Mrs. O’Reilly completed a Master of Science Degree in 
the University of California and published several 
studies in the field of drug absorption problems. 


They met and married in San Francisco, and after 
graduating travelled by car across the United States. 
Dr. and Mrs. O’Reilly then proceeded to Europe, where 
they visited Mrs. O’Reilly’s relatives and spent two 
months touring in Europe before coming to Australia.

A New Landmark for Canberra 


Construction of a new building, called a “Phytotron,” 
has begun in Canberra, said the Minister-in-Charge of 
C.S.LR.O. (Dr. Cameron) on February 6. 

A contract for the building, which will house unique 
research equipment, has been let to K. D. Morris and 
Sons Pty. Ltd. for £263,450. It is expected that the 
building will be completed early in 1962. 


The building will eventually be equipped with a hun- 
dred and forty specially designed glass cabinets, in 
which various species of pasture and crop plants will 
be grown experimentally. 


In each cabinet the temperature, light intensity and 
moisture content can be varied. In some of them, the 
use of artificial light and shutters enables the length 
of “daylight” to be controlled. Without moving from 
Canberra, scientists will be able to find out what cli- 
matic conditions are essential for the growth of our 
plants. They will also be able to study new species 
introduced from abroad and determine what localities 
in Australia will be suitable for them. And thirdly, 
plant breeders can attempt to breed plants suitable for 
the climate which prevails in any part of Australia, 
testing their experimental crosses in the artificially 
controlled climate cabinets. 


Prototype glass cabinets and the engineering equip- 
ment to control the climate factors have been under 
continuous test since 1958, when the Commonwealth 
Government announced its decision to finance the pro- 
ject. Contracts for much of the equipment and the 
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cabinets were let some time ago, and the engineering 
components will be ready at the time when the build- 
ing is completed. 

The Canberra phytotron will provide facilities simi- 
lar to those at the California, Paris and Moscow phyto- 
trons, but will have a number of unique features which 
enable a closer degree of control over the artificial 
climate conditions. 

Canberra, with well over a hundred plant scientists, 
most of whom are members of the C.S.LR.O. Division 
of Plant Industry, is one of the largest plant research 
centres in the world. There are also many other scien- 
tists throughout Australia, in universities and in re- 


search stations, who will be equally anxious to use 
phytotron facilities. The phytotron is expected to be- 
come a rallying point for plant research workers, not 
only from Australia but also from other parts of the 
world. 

Architects for the project are Messrs. Grounds, Rom- 
berg and Boyd of Melbourne, and W. E. Basset and 
Associates, also of Melbourne, are the consulting eng!- 
neers. , 

The engineering design of the equipment was carried 
out by the C.S.LR.O. Engineering Section, Melbourne, 
in collaboration with the C.S.LR.O. Division of Plant 
Industry.

RHEUMATISM AND ITS CAUSES 


Peter Mitchell, Director Chemical Biology Unit, 
Nuffield Foundation, Edinburgh University, gave a talk 
over Network Three B.B.C. on “The Causes of Rheu- 
—— It was reported in The Listener, November 
17, 1960. 

Dr. Mitchell said that rheumatic diseases, though not 
dramatic, are among the most potent causes of loss of 
human work, comfort and happiness in the world today: 
Though they have been recognised and studied for 
hundreds of years, little is known of their causes. 

Dr. Mitchell then went on to speak of cortisone and 
the hopes recently entertained for it. He said:— 

“Eleven years ago there was a great deal of excite- 
ment when it was discovered that rheumatic fever and 
rheumatoid arthritis could apparently be cured by 
cortisone. Cortisone is a hormone, which is secreted 
into the blood stream of healthy people by the cells 
in the outer or cortical part of the suprarenal gland. 
But the cells in the cortex of the suprarenal gland do 
not secrete cortisone spontaneously. They are in- 
structed to produce their secretion by another hormone 
(called corticotrophin), which reaches them via the 
blood stream from cells in the pituitary gland, the small 
gland attached to the brain. 

In an arthritic patient, the amount of cortisone in 
the blood can be increased, either by giving cortisone 
directly or by instructing the suprarenal gland to secrete 
it by injecting corticotrophin. It seemed, at first, that 
arthritis could be cured by such hormone treatment; 
but now we know that, although these hormones have 
a dramatic effect when first given, they do not usually 
cure the disease. It is only arrested for a time, as 
though the cortisone has no direct destructive effect on 
the causative agent of the disease, but simply inhibits 
the response of the cells of the body to the causative 
agent. The final benefit from cortisone treatment is 
often no greater than from the administration of large 
doses of aspirin. 

It is fortunate that aspirin and cortisone and certain 
other drugs can give some relief to those who suffer 
from rheumatic pain and debility; but it is unfortunate 
that we do not yet understand properly why these drugs 
are even partly effective, and so we cannot see how 
we might design better ones. We can only stumble on 
better drugs by comparatively wild guesswork, which 
is economically and medically expensive. 

What, then, are we to do in the long run to help the 
many unfortunate people who suffer from these diseases? 
We must look upon the disease, not so much in terms of 
the dis-ease of the patient, or as a group of medical 
symptoms, but we must see it as a biological process— 


as a thing in itself, to be understood and mastered. We 
must strive to discover more about the intimate details 
of the disease process instead of atternpting to guess 
wildly at its primary cause. A number of biologists 
have recently been attempting to approach the question 
of rheumatic diseases from this fundamental point of 
view. I want to say something about this comparatively 
new approach and how it sheds light on our problem. 

Let us begin by asking the question: What are the 
rheumatic diseases? Or, to put it in a more answerable 
form, what changes occur in the tissues of the body in 
the course of a rheumatic disease? There are about a 
dozen diseases that can be classified together as rheu- 
matic. These are related to each other by the fact that 
they affect the tissues which are responsible for the 
mechanical strength of the body, the bones and the 
connective tissues. Nowadays they are often called the 
collagen diseases because the main component of the 
connective issue is a fibrous protein called collagen. 
The cartilage that forms the sliding surfaces of the 
joints is mainly collagen; the mechanically resistant 
material of blood vessels and of parts of the heart, and 
the strong layer of the skin (which becomes leather 
after tanning) are all made mainly of collagen. In fact, 
about a third of the protein in the body is collagen. 

It is easy to understand that the rheumatic or collagen 
diseases affect the function of the joints, of the skin, 
and of the blood vessels and heart, because they 
represent a change in the same collagen component of 
these different organs. In one collagen disease it is the 
damage of the cartilage of the joints that is most 
noticeable, while in another type it will be the structure 
of the skin or of the blood vessels that is mainly affected. 
And in different rheumatic diseases, the same tissues 
may be affected in different ways. For example, rheu- 
matic fever represents an acute or sudden derangement 
of the connective tissue, accompanied by high tem- 
perature and pain and swelling in the joints, but not 
necessarily leading to permanent crippling. On the 
other hand, rheumatoid arthritis is a chronic or slow 
derangement not usually accompanied by fever, but 
often resulting in gross changes in the shape and struc- 
ture of the cartilage and bone, especially in the region 
of the joints. 

The question is why, in the rheumatic diseases, does 
the behaviour and structure of the connective tissues 
change? But we must surely ask first, why does it not 
usually change? Wecan begin to answer these questions 
by saying that the connective tissue substance is 
secreted by specialised cells. In the joints, for example, 
the cells that secreted the cartilage are seen to be 
embedded in it. The cartilage, which they have secreted, 
is made of two main components. The chief one, 
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collagen, consists of fine fibrils that run parallel to the 
surface in the outer layers of the cartilage and thus 
tend to hold the whole structure together. Between the 
fibrils there is a complex substance which gives the 
cartilage its resistance to compression and is mainly 
responsible for the smoothness and slipperiness of the 
joint surfaces. The surface of the joint is continually 
being rebuilt by the cartilage cells, because it has to 
stand up to a good deal of wear and tear. Close to the 
joint there are special groups of cells that secrete a 
viscous fluid which lubricates the joint and contains 
small numbers of several different types of cell that 
protect it from infection and help to service it. 

This is by no means the complete picture, but it 
illustrates how we must conceive of the connective 
tissue framework as a complex dynamic structure that 
has to be constantly rebuilt and protected by the co- 
ordinated activities of several different types of cell. 
Thus we come to regard the rheumatic or collagen 
diseases as the consequence of the derangement, in one 
way or another, of the normal behaviour of the cells 
that are responsible for maintaining and protecting the 
connective tissue framework. 

Let us now consider some of the ways in which the 
normal pattern of behaviour can be upset. Careful 
bacteriological studies of rheumatic fever patients during 
the last ten years suggest that this disease is generally, 
if not always, fired off by a streptococcal infection. But 
although rheumatic fever is preceded by infection, the 
infection is not the whole cause of the disease; because 
only about one in a thousand of such streptococcal 
infections leads to rheumatic fever. It seems probable 
that certain people are predisposed towards the disease 
for the reason that they carry a recessive gene. This 
would explain why first attacks of rheumatic fever 
generally occur between the age of four and eighteen; 
since young people suffer from several infections of 
this particular bacterium every year, and so there would 
be a likelihood that the disease would soon be fired off 
in those who have a predisposition towards it. 

The combination of two factors in the causation of 
rheumatic fever, one hereditary and the other depending 
on environment, seems to be like the case of natural 
cancer, which is also a disease of cell behaviour. More- 
over, just as certain special types of cancer are caused 
by viruses, there are certain rheumatic diseases that 
are associated with virus infection, and here, too, the 
disease is a matter of modified cell behaviour. 

This brings me back to the main line of thought. The 
cause of the derangement of cell behaviour, from which 
rheumatic patients suffer, is part of a much more basic 
biological question: namely, what are the laws that 
govern the normal behaviour of tissue cells, and what 
is the language of communication between one cell and 
another which enables them to co-operate in the normal 
human being? I suggest that the words of this language 
are molecules, and that the rules of the grammar are 
retained in the genes which represent the hereditary 
memory of the living cells.” 


NEW PENICILLINS: BRL 1241, “CELBENIN” 


In recent months there has been great interest shown 
in the new modified penicillins. It is generally agreed 
that “Celbenin” is a milestone in chemotherapy. It 
has received much notice in the journals. 

The New Scientist, September, 1960, had a most inter- 
esting article, “Conquest of the Resistant Staphylococcus 
By New Penicillins,” by Professor E. B. Chain, F.R.S., 
Institute of Public Health, Rome, who was one of the 
original Oxford workers on penicillin, and in whose 
laboratories in Rome a team of research workers from 
the Beecham Research Laboratories conducted some of 
the early work on “Celbenin.” 

in an earlier issue of The New Scientist (September 
8, 1960) the following comment appeared:— 
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“When penicillin was first introduced it was regarded 
as a cure for all staphylococcal infections. But it was 
not long before penicillin-resistant staphylococci were 
found to be causing infection, producing an enzyme 
called penicillinase which inactivated penicillin. As the 
gre ag strains have tended to be killed off 

y treatment, so the resistant strains have multiplied 
and filled the gap. A recent general-practice survey 
showed 1657 out of 2164 persons to be either skin or 
nose carriers of staphylococci, 60 per cent. of which 
were resistant to pencillin. Antibiotics are often added 
to the food of pigs and chickens, so both these animals 
and their attendants may also become carriers of drug- 
resistant staphylococci; a survey showed 40 per cent. to 
harbour such organisms. 

An answer has been found in the creation of a new 
penicillin. In 1957 the basic penicillin molecule, 6- 
amino-penicillanic acid, was isolated at the Beecham 
Research Laboratories. From this molecule a large 
number of synthetic penicillins can be developed: in 
1959 the Beecham Research Laboratories announced the 
development of Broxil, which provided much higher 
blood levels than earlier penicillins. From the same 
laboratories there now comes the important announce- 
ment of the development of the synthetic pencillin, 
BRL 1241, given the trade name of ‘Celbenin. 

Extensive trials in several hospitals have been going 
on during the last nine months, and results published in 
the current British Medical Journal show that the 
development of this new drug represents an outstanding 
achievement: it is fully effective against penicillinase- 
producing staphylococci, even though it may actually 
encourage the formation of this enzyme. It is thus 
effective against the increasing number of staphylococcal 
strains resistant to the natural penicillins, and very often 
to all other antibiotics as well. Well over 1000 strains 
have been tested and so far not a single example of 
resistance to Celbenin has been found, nor any toxic 
side effect. 

However, it has a narrower range of activity than 
natural penicillins against various bacteria. Its rightful 
use therefore is only in the treatment of staphylococcal 
infection. It has to be administered by injection every 
four to six hours. 

Rather more extensive clinical experience is necessary 
before the full potentialities and limitations of any 
antibiotic can be properly assessed. But that the new 
drug will prove a lifesaver cannot be doubted. The 
research workers of Beecham Research Laboratories 
have every reason for feeling proud of themselves.” 


THE SUN AND ITS RADIATION

Introduction 

Probably the oldest reference extant to the sun is 
that found in Genesis 1, 3, “And God said, let there be 
light: and there was light. And God saw the light, 
that it was good.” 

When we consider how great is our dependence on 
the sun for light, heat and power, even for life itself, 
it is not surprising that people of ancient times regarded 
the sun as the source of all power and authority. 
Whilst the Hebrews regarded the sun as a visible mani- 
festation of the power of an unseen Creator, other races 
regarded the sun with reverence and fear. In Egypt, 
the disc of the sun was represented in the temples with 
Pharaoh and his family adoring it. So also, in Babylon, 
the golden image of the sun was exhibited for worship. 
The Incas of Peru and the people of Grecian Thrace 
worshipped the sun, as (it is thought) did the Druids of 
Stonehenge. 

The earth only receives of the order of one 5000 
millionth of the energy radiated by the sun. This gives 
us an idea of the unimaginably great storehouse of 
energy around which our planet orbits. Astronomers 
tell us that this energy has been radiating for 5000 
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million years and that it will take another 10,000 million 
years to consume a third of the available energy of the 
sun. And, of course, the New Cosmology of Fred Hoyle 
(as unproven as the old one) visualises a replenishment 
of solar fuel from the hydrogen being constantly created 


in space. 
Historical Notes 

The sun is classed as a yellow star, very much less 
bright than the blue stars, but much brighter than the 
“red giants.” The sun’s energy probably derives from 
nuclear reactions deep in the_gaseous interior, where 
the temperature is about 40 million degrees, and the 
density about 76. Much of this energy is altered in 
character in travelling to the surface, and then emerges 
as radiations which travel unaltered through space for 
eight minutes until reaching the earth’s stratosphere. 

Newton, in his classical experiment with a prism, 
proved that white light is a mixture of colours which 
can be separated into a spectrum of coloured bands. 
Then early in the 19th century radiations in the ultra 
violet region were recognised. In more recent times 
solar radio waves of 50, 10, 3 and 0.8 cm. wavelength 
have been detected’, apparently originating in the sun’s 
corona and upper chromosphere. 

Next, in 1948, when narrow band photon counters 
were carried aloft in rockets, X-rays and short ultra 
violet rays of solar origin were demonstrated. These 
rays cannot penetrate the atmosphere and do not reach 
the surface of the earth. 

Finally, in 1958, J. A. van Allen’ announced the 
discovery of the great radiation belt around the earth. 
At the same time a second phenomenon was discovered, 
the so-called solar proton beams (or solar cosmic rays). 
These latter are of more interest in connection with 
space travel. Our interest is mainly toward those rays 
which succeed in penetrating and traversing the atmo- 
sphere and reaching the regions in which we live and 
move. Light and heat from sources other than the sun 
are infinitesimal and can be ignored.

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Wavelength and Energy 


Figure 1 gives a classification of the solar radiation, 
showing the wavelengths of radiation of differing cate- 
gories. In reality, the division into each type of radi- 
ation is by no means so definite as mer appear from 
such a plan. For example, some people will be burned by 
ultra violet radiation that would only tan the majority 
of persons. Also, the range of visible light varies slightly 
from person to person. 

Theoretically, electromagnetic radiations differ onl, 
by their wavelength and the quantities associated wit 
that wavelength. They all travel at the same velocity 
in a vacuum, namely, with the velocity of light. It is 
therefore obvious that frequency will vary inversely as 
the wavelength. An even more important quantity is 
the quantum associated with the radiation under con- 
sideration, a quantum being the smallest quantity of 
energy which can be imparted to, or withdrawn from 
matter. Einstein’s law (1908) stated that the energy 
required for a chemical reaction has a threshold value. 
Seeing that a radiation is active by virtue of the 
absorption of a single quantum by a single molecule, 
the quantum must provide enough  # for the 


reaction to proceed. This suggests that radiations

of a shorter wavelength than the critical value should 
initiate the reaction. In reality, there is a sort of 
resonance, so that when a wavelength drops below the 
critical value, the probability of absorption increases, 
asses a maximum, and then decreases. In more popular 
anguage, substances have strong absorption bands, 
these are characteristic for the substance. 

Much of the continuous emission from the deep layers 
of the sun is affected as it passes through the superficial 
layers. There, various wavelengths are absorbed, pro- 
ducing line emission, the darker “fraunhofer” lines. 
These lines are very numerous: Babcock, in 1948, listed 
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665 lines between 293 and 305 mz in the short ultraviolet 
region. 

It is the absorption of radiation by the atmospheric 
gases which protects us from the more dangerous, 
biologically active short wave radiation. Figure 2 shows 
the ultraviolet absorption coefficients of some atmo- 
spheric gases. It will be noted that ozone begins to 
absorb at about 330 mz, and that there are a series of 
peaks and troughs down to 310 mz (called “Huygen’s” 
bands). From 310 mz the ozone absorption increases 
rapidly to a peak at 260 mz. In fact, the 1.5 to 5 mm. 
ozone present in the upper atmosphere is sufficient to 
stop all the ultraviolet radiation below 290 mz. The 
quantity of ozone, which is mainly in the stratosphere, 
varies according to latitude and season. At 260 mz we 
find oxygen becoming an effective absorber of short 
UV, whilst the ultrashort (below 200 mz) is absorbed by 
water vapour, CO:, etc. The UV radiation of wave- 
length shorter than 200 mez is alternatively called the 
“vacuum” ultraviolet because of its ready absorption by 
atmospheric gases. 


Chemical and Biological Effects 


Because of the gradual increase of energy quanta as 
the radiation becomes of shorter wavelength, we find 
gradually changing effects from the respective radiation. 
We will discuss these differing radiations and note some 
of their effects. The longer radio waves have a very low 
energy and are not absorbed. 

All molecules have an infra red absorption spectrum. 
The energy is usually insufficient to cause a photo- 
chemical reaction. It is simply transformed to heat. 
That is, the kinetic energy of the molecules is increased, 
and with the higher velocity of movement, there can 
be an increased likelihood of collision and reaction. 

Some very interesting facts involving red and far red 
light were recently discovered by H. A. Borthwick? and 
associates of the U.S. Department of Agriculture. These 
workers were interested in the factors responsible for 
the dormant and active periods in the life of a plant. 
In 1944 these scientists set out to determine the wave- 
length of light (i.e. the colour) which inhibited flowering 
in plants which blossom in early spring. They had 
previously noted that plants such as chrysanthemums 
were prevented from flowering by the night being 
artificially shortened by a period of light in the middle 
of the night. Conversely, this brief interval of light 
has caused petunias to flower. The latter effect also 
occurred with other plants which blossomed during the 
season of short nights. 

Red light of 660 mz proved by far the best inhibitor 
of flowering with the chrysanthemums, and very much 
more light energy of near red light was required to 
produce the same effect. The effect of 660 mz light was 
reversed by light of 735 mz, a difference of only 75 mz. 
In fact, the effect of either of these two wavelengths 
was fully reversed by the other. The substance appar- 
ently common to all plant life was eventually traced 
and called “phytochrome.” When phytochrome absorbs 
light of 660 mz it is converted into phytochrome absorb- 
ing light of 735 mz. This latter will absorb the 660 mz. 
This is a fully reversible reaction and is mentioned 
here to illustrate the extreme selectivity of some sub- 
stances for certain light frequencies. It also introduces 
us to the importance of a colour in the life cycles of 
the vegetable kingdom. The pigment “phytochrome” 
should turn out to be of a blue or blue-green colour 
when eventually it is obtained in a concentrated form, 
but this has not yet been achieved. It is interesting to 
observe that if chlorophyll happened to be red, plant 
life in its present form would have been impossible, as 
the other essential pigment, phytochrome, would have 
been deprived, by reflection, of its essential radiation. 

Chlorophyll is, of course, the classical example of a 
light sensitive pigment, absorbing radiant energy in 
the visible wave band, and using the energy for meta- 
bolic processes. Many substances (e.g. air and glass) 
transmit these visible radiations, and no effect is pro- 
duced. But the energy is sufficient to produce many 


photochemical reactions, the effect on the silver halide 
molecule being possibly the best known. 


The visible spectrum extends from about 760 mz down 
to 400 mz, and chemical effects become increasingly 
possible. The C-C bond has a binding energy of 2.54 
eV, and the C-N bond 2.11 eV. Violet light of 400 mz 
can be shown to have a quantum energy of 3.1 eV, 
sufficient to break either of the linkages above. 

The blue sky also demonstrates that scattering of 
radiation occurs in the shorter visible wave bands, and 
this scattering (“Rayleigh” scattering) is of considerable 
significance in the U.V. regions. Not more than 15% 
of direct radiation from the sun is ultra violet light, 
whilst up to 70% of “sky light” can be ultraviolet; a 
person can be shielded from the direct rays of the sun 
and yet have a severe burn from sky light. Moreover, 
on a lightly overcast day, scattered erythemal radiation 
(290-320 mz) may be many times direct radiation and 
may cause sunburn. Hollaender*® quotes a case where 
a person wearing shirt and singlet which became very 
wet from spray was badly burned through both gar- 
ments. The scattering of the rays which would nor- 
mally occur in the fibres of the fabric was reduced by 
the wetting, and the consequent UV penetration was 
sufficient to cause the burning. 

The tanning that results from exposure to the sun- 
light is due to the ultra violet rays between 400 and 
320 mz, and the burning range is regarded as the ultra 
violet radiation below 320 mz. These latter are also 
considered to comprise the carcinogenic radiation. 

Most substances have an absorption band somewhere 
in the 400-200 mz range, others absorb at about 150 mz. 
As radiation passes from the long ultraviolet to short 
wavelengths, the photochemical effects decrease but 
ionising effects increase. Taking water as our example, 
we have the following effects. Normally chemical 
ionisation occurs, an event unrelated to radiation 
absorption, ie. HOO = H* + OH. 

But if a substance is struck by a high energy photon, 
it may undergo external electron removal, becoming an 
ION PAIR, i.e. = H.O* + e-. 

Or, if the radiation has a quantum energy exceeding 
34 eV, this radiation may produce “FREE RADICLES,” 
i.e. H- + OF-. 

These free radicles are isolated molecular fragments, 
without any electrical charge, that is, with unsaturated 
valency. They are very reactive and form various 
combinations, e.g. H- + H- > H: or OH- + OH- > H.O:. 

Any radiation of a wavelength less than 37 mz has 
sufficient energy to produce these free radicles. As 
solar radiation of this wavelength has been detected in 
the stratosphere, we can appreciate the protection 
afforded us by the atmosphere, protection against radi- 
ation that would be strongly carcinogenic and muto- 
genic. Indeed, even the short ultraviolet that does 
reach the earth can be demonstrated to produce muta- 
tions in such small structures as maize pollen grains. 
The American Medical Association (1948) specified 
maximum permissible exposure for UV radiation of 
280-320 mz, and added the rather surprising comment 
that some adult faces are more sensitive to UV radiation 
than the average infant. It has been clearly establishe 
that short UV radiation, when it does penetrate into a 
living cell, is capable of damage equal to that produced 
by X-rays or gamma rays. In such thin structures as 
the ears of mice, frequent exposure to ultra violet 
radiation has led to the formation of cancers in up to 
90% of the animals used. These facts are sufficient to 
justify the taking of protective measures when any 
prolonged exposure to sunlight is likely or contemplated. 

We are also just becoming aware of the problems 
likely to confront the astronauts of the future on the 
frontiers of space. 

Summary 

Recent work has disclosed that solar radiation covers 
a very wide band of frequencies. Plant life depends 
largely upon light within or near to the visible spectrum. 
Ultra violet light reaching the surface of the earth is

GAMMA RAYS AND MEDICAL SUPPLIES: 
COLD STERILISATION 


Manufacturing Chemist, September, 1960, reports that: 

The unfavourable report of the Association of British 
Pharmaceutical Industry on the effects of gamma radi- 
ation employed as a sterilising process for pharmaceu- 
ticals does not mean that “cold” sterilisation will pla 
no part in the processing of medical products. Althoug 
the contents of a hypodermic syringe will not have 
been sterilised with gamma rays, there is a good prospect 
that the syringe itself will have been so treated. Indeed, 
80% of the capacity of the irradiation plant set up by 
the Atomic Energy Research Establishment at Wantage 
is reserved for sterilisation by manufacturers of medical 
equipment, for clinical trials, and for packaging and 
storage tests before full-scale production. The remainder 
of the capacity is taken up by the research and develop- 
ment programme of the Technological Irradiation Group. 


According to the annual report of the Atomic Energy 
Authority, gamma ray sterilisation is particularly suit- 
able for disposable plastic hypodermic syringes and 
similar medical equipment. The advantages are that 
these cheap thermoplastic products can be thrown away 
after having been used once, at a cost no more than 
that of cleaning and re-sterilising ordinary types of 
syringe and other medical instruments. Gamma radi- 
ation is also ideal for sterilising rubber appliances 
which, like thermoplastics, are unable to stand high 
temperatures; the high penetration of this radiation 
permits sterilisation after the appliances have been 
packed in double sealed containers. For several months 
10,000 catheters a week have been sterilised in an 
installation at Harwell in which spent fuel elements 
from DIDO and PLUTO are used as sources of radiation. 

As pointed out by Dr. D. B. Powell in his article in 
the November, 1959, issue of “Manufacturing Chemist,” 
radiation can also be used successfully for sterilising 
talc, dressings, gauze, bandages, swabs, special bandages 
with heat-sensitive compounds, petri 
dishes, prostheses, instruments and dressings. As was 
also pointed out in that issue, surgical sutures are being 
sterilised in this way on a large scale by Ethicon Inc. 
in the U.S. 

It must be disappointing to the A.E.R.E. that the 
technically attractive field of pharmaceuticals has not 
in fact proved suitable for exploiting gamma ray sterilis- 
ation. But its wide use for non-pharmaceutical medical 
supplies amply justifies the efforts expended on building 
the Wantage plant. 


DISPENSING PROBLEMS 


In the report of the work (1959-1960) of the laboratory 
of the Department of Pharmaceutical Sciences—Phar- 
maceutical Society of Great Britain—among matters dis- 
cussed were the following:— 

Lotion Containing Chloral Hydrate and Sulphur 

Advice was sought on the best way of dispensing the 
following prescription: Chloral hydrate 175 grains, pre- 
cipitated sulphur 105 ains, castor oil 120 minims, 
industrial methylated spirit 240 minims, acetone 3 fl. oz., 


and water to 8 fi. oz. The inquirer reported that a 
“buttery” deposit, which was impossible to disperse, 
formed in the lotion. It was found that the “buttery 
deposit was formed only when all the ingredients were 
present, and appeared to consist of sulphur particles 
“wetted” by castor oil. In order to make a satisfactory 
lotion, it appeared necessary to disperse the sulphur 
throughout the liquid and to increase the viscosity of 
the liquid to reduce the rate of sedimentation. A 
number of dispersing and suspending agents were tried, 
including dioctyl sodium sulphosuccinate, 
tincture, Tween 80, and sodium carboxymethylce ulose; 
sodium carboxymethylcellulose was chosen in preference 
to methylcellulose, as it is known to be compatible with 
high concentrations of alcohol and acetone. The most 
satisfactory preparation was obtained with the following 
method: A. Powder precipitated sulphur 105 grains in 
a mortar and triturate with Tween 80 192 minims to 
form a smooth cream. Add a 4% mucilage of sodium 
carboxymethylcellulose (medium viscosity) 2 fi. oz., and 
triturate until smooth. B. Dissolve chloral hydrate 175 
grains in about 1 fl. oz. of water, add industrial methy- 
lated spirit 240 minims, followed by castor oil 120 
minims, previously dissolved in acetone 3 fl. oz. Transfer 
A to a bottle, add B in small portions at a time and 
with vigorous shaking, and dilute to 8 fl. oz. with water. 


Lotion Containing ra Se and Mercuric 


A pharmacist requested advice as to the best way of 
dispensing the following prescription:— 

Liquefied phenol 10 minims, glycerin 30 minims, mer- 
curic chloride 4 grain, camphor spirit 30 minims, water 
to 1 fl. oz. In his experience, an oily layer separated 
on the surface of the lotion. It was recommended that 
quillaia tincture (10 minims per fl. oz.) be added. This 
produced a more satisfactory preparation; very slight 
“creaming” occurred on standing, but the cream was 
dispersed on shaking —Pharm J., November 12, 


CHEMISTRY OF THE LIVING CELL 


At a recent meeting of the Leeds Section land) 
of the Royal Institute of Chemistry, Dr. S. Dagley 
om a lecture on “The Chemistry of the Living 

e 

The report in the Journal of the Institute, December, 
1960, included the following:— 

The talk developed around a series of general ques- 
tions which might be put to a biochemist; and the extent 
to which they could be answered in the light of present 
knowledge. The first = ay chosen was: How does 
the chemistry of the living cell differ from that of 
other fields of study? The cell is a system in which, 
at 10-40°C., a multitude of chemical compounds are 
rapidly synthesised and degraded; their concentrations 
remain approximately constant because a balance is 
struck between the rates of synthetic and degradative 
reactions, and so a steady state is set up which demands 
a constant inflow of materials and ener, The exist- 
ence of this complex chemical system depends chiefly 
on the enzymes that catalyse the reactions, and another 
fundamental question is, therefore, how, in terms of 
interactions between atoms or molecules, can enzyme 
catalysis be visualised? The complete answer to this 
question must await experiments that will reveal the 
architecture of enzyme molecules and the location of 
their active centres. Various methods are used to deter- 
mine amino-acid sequences for proteins in general, and 
problems of secondary and tertiary structure are being 
tackled by X-ray analysis. A description of methods 
used to break down proteins leads naturally to the 
question how does the cell assemble amino acids to 
form a protein molecule containing one particular 
sequence out of millions of possibilities? This question 
links up with those relating to genetics, for the chemical 
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compounds in the cell are in a constant state of flux; 
even structural elements are changing, atom for atom, 
with time, and yet the whole organism remains recog- 
nisably the same. Form and characteristics rather than 
materials and chemicals are constant, and in the final 
analysis this is due to the ability of the cell to reproduce, 
down to the last detail, enzyme molecules of unique 
structure that catalyse highly specific reactions. The 
relationship “DNA makes RNA ard RNA makes protein” 
was illustrated from bacterial transformations that are 
brought about by addition of deoxyribonucleic acid 
(DNA) to cultures, and also from the work of Brachet 
and Gale with living cells, or preparations depleted of 
ribomucleic acid (RNA). By reference to its chemical 
structure, and particularly to the proposals of Watson 
and Crick, it can be shown that the molecule of DNA 
is one that may be pictured as functioning as a gene 
which could pass on “information” to RNA, and so 
predetermine unique amino-acid sequences. The lecture 
ended with an outline of some of the findings of 
Zamecnik and his colleagues concerning “transfer” and 
“microsomal” RNA and their roles in connection with 
amino-acid “activation” and incorporation into proteins. 


SHELL’S PRODUCTION OF CHEMICALS: 
ANGLO-DUTCH CO-OPERATION 


In its section “Topics and Comments,” Manufacturing 
Chemist, October, 1960, has the following comment about 
Shell as large scale producers of chemicals:— 

We, like most people, think of Shell primarily as an 
oil company, so it was with some surprise that we 
learned that the Group’s turnover in chemicals is now 
around £225 million a year, getting on for half the turn- 
over of such thorough-going chemical giants as LC.L 
But even this huge sum is chicken feed compared with 
the total sales, which exceeded £2500 million last year, 
just about £10,000 per employee, for this astonishing 
organisation employs a quarter of a million people. 

Shell’s new status as one of the world’s great chemical 
companies is based, of course, on products like deter- 
gents, synthetic glycerin, hydrogen peroxide and acrolein 
~all produced from petroleum and all made by processes 
developed by Shell. Plastics, synthetic rubber, insecti- 
cides, solvents and many other products go to make up 
the 3.45 million metric tons of chemical products the 
Group sold last year. 

An article in The Times gives a fascinating glimpse 
of the genesis of Royal Dutch-Shell, which is the largest 
commercial undertaking outside the United States. It 
has all been built up since 1890. In the early 1900s the 
Royal Dutch Petroleum Co. began its partnership with 
the “Shell” Transport and Trading Co., which then 
belonged to M. Samuel and Co. Why “Shell”? Simply 
because the company originally imported all kinds of 
goods from the mysterious East, including shells for 
decorating Victorian boxes. A shell became the trade 
mark; it is now the most famous in the world. 

Royal Dutch Petroleum and “Shell” Transport and 
Trading are now simply holding companies, drawing 
dividends (60% Royal Dutch and 40% Shell) from the 
two principal group companies, Bataafse Petroleum 
(Dutch) and Shell Petroleum (English), which between 
them control 500 companies operating in _ various 
branches of the oil and chemical industries. This mam- 
moth network is controlled from The Hague, which 
co-ordinates Europe, and London, which co-ordinates 
the rest of the world. Broadly speaking, The Hague 
central office deals with technical matters and the 
London central office with marketing and finance. 

Royal Dutch-Shell operates in every political area 
except the Communist bloc, draws oil from a score of 
different countries, maintains 35 refineries, and operates 
551 tankers with a combined tonnage of over 10 million. 
Last year it produced and processed 125 million metric 
tons of oil, shows 14% of the free world’s output. 
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HISTORY OF MEDICINE AND PHARMACY 


Congress Meets in London 
The Worshipful Society of Apothecaries, London, 
recently established a Faculty of the History of Medicine, 
and arranged the first British Congress of the History 
of Medicine and Pharmacy, September, 1960. 


Sessions were held at the Apothecaries’ Hall, Royal 
Society of Medicine, and Royal College of Physicians. 


In his opening address as President, Dr. W. S. C. 
Copeman, O.B.E. (Chairman of the Faculty), said that 
before 1948 the study of medical history had appeared 
a pleasant and harmless recreation. Since the entry 
into medicine of doctors largely on State grants and 
functioning under a National Health Service, the only 
hope for the continued status of medicine seemed to 
some to reside in the new generation becoming aware 
of the traditions of their calling. Hitherto, the study 
had been largely by educated doctors. It now demanded 
the co-operation of other disciplines and had aroused 
the interest of general historians. The theme of the 
current congress was “The Evolution of Medical Practice 
in Britain.” 

Survey of Medical Legislation 

Dr. F. N. L. Poynter (Secretary of the Faculty and 
of the Congress) dealt with the influence of legislation. 
He quoted from the earliest document governing the 
practice of medicine in England; a document of 1421 
empowering the Privy Council to make and enforce 
regulations and punish exploiters. That had been pre- 
mature and unrealistic because at that time there was 
no medical profession to organise. An Act of 1512 
(under Henry VIII) had permitted practice only by 
graduates from Oxford and Cambridge or under licence 
from a bishop. Despite other statutes, the Act was never 
repealed until the Medical Act of 1858. Over a period 
the surgeons and the apothecaries (the latter “the main- 
stay of medical practice among ordinary people”) had 
been pursued by the College of Physicians, but in 1703 
a House of Lords decision went against the College, 
and the apothecary continued to be the de facto “family 
doctor,” though surgeon-apothecaries became more 
common. A new measure to regulate practice was 
sought, and under the “enlightened” Act of 1815 the 
ability to practise became dependent on examination 
and licence of the Society of Apothecaries. That 
Society carried out its duties, giving approval to nobody 
with less than a five-year apprenticeship, and ge | 
the first body to institute a written examination (Civi 
Service examinations came later). The Act of 1858 was 
paradoxically an outcome of the very success of the 
Society, since a class of practitioners came into existence 
that demanded protection against “competition” from 
unqualified or less qualified persons. 

When it came, the 1858 Act pleased nobody, since 
no prosecutions under it were initiated by the State, 
and no single standard of qualification was imposed. 
However, those matters were taken care of in the next 
statute, the Act of 1862, under which, among other 
things, the General Medical Council was established.— 
Chemist and Druggist, October 15, 1960. 


THOMAS DE QUINCEY AND PHARMACY 


In Newsletter No. 6 issued by the History of Pharmacy 
Committee, Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, 
the following note on de Quincey is supplied by the 
Scottish History of Pharmacy Committee:— 

One hundred and one years ago, in December, 1859, 
Thomas de Quincey died in Lothian Street, Edinburgh, 
and was buried in the Churchyard of St. Cuthbert’s, 
where, just within the gate, a notice guides the visitor 
to his tombstone. It is of interest, in the year marking 
the centenary of his death, that a glass used by him in 
his later years to measure his laudanum is to be seen 
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at the headquarters of the Scottish Department of the 
Pharmaceutical Society at 36 York Place, Edinburgh. 

The glass came into the possession of the late Mr. D. 
Brown, of Messrs. J. F. Macfarlan & Co., Edinburgh, 
to whom it was given by the landlady of de Quincey, 
and Mr. Brown later presented it to the then Secretary, 
Mr. J. Rutherford Hill. Those who have read “The 
Confessions of an English Opium Eater” may find it 
difficult to associate a small graduated measure with 
the habits described by de Quincey, for at one period 
of his life his daily corisumption of opium varied from 
16 to 24 ounces of laudanum (or the equivalent thereof), 
but it will be recalled that in later years the essayist 
reduced his dosage drastically to what, by comparison, 
were very small doses indeed. It was at that stage that 
the small measure was used. De Quincey started his 
opium-taking to deaden pain, and it must be, pharma- 
cologically, a matter for astonishment that he consumed 
such vast quantities and yet lived to the age of 74. 
Though remembered for the sensational “Confessions,” 
he was a brilliant essayist whose articles on Shake- 
agg Milton, Kant and others are regarded as amongst 
the finest ever written. 


GOLD INJECTIONS FOR ARTHRITICS 


A controlled trial organised by the Empire Rheu- 
matism Council has shown that gold injections for 
rheumatoid arthritis have a beneficial effect. Two 
hundred people in different parts of Britain suffering 
from arthritis were divided into two groups, one of 
which was injected over a course of 20 weeks with 1 g. 
of gold solution and the other given similar injections 
but only containing a minute amount of gold. 


Results showed that the gold-treated group had made 
a greater degree of improvement than the control, 
although skin reactions were troublesome in a significant 
number of gold-treated cases—Manufacturing Chemist, 
October, 1960.

SYNTHETIC FIBRES 


Abstract of lecture given at Brighton (England) Tech- 
nical College by Dr. C. A. Finch. 


The three main natural fibres—wool, cotton and silk— 
have been exploited by man for his own use for 
centuries. It is only in the last 75 years that he has 
succeeded in producing new fibres. These comprise 
regenerated fibres, in which polymers of natural origin 
are processed to yield with useful properties, and truly 
synthetic fibres, the manufacture of which involves 
polymerisation and processing. 

Synthetic fibres based on cellulose are known as 
rayons. Various chemical methods exist for converting 
cellulose into a soluble form from which it can be 
regenerated in long threads or filaments. The earlier 
nitration and cuprammonium processes have little prac- 
tical application today. The acetate process produces 
a useful rayon consisting of fibres of cellulose diacetate. 
The corresponding triacetate which possesses heat- 
setting properties is used with advantage in making 

leated fabrics. The most important cellulose fibre, 
Lanes, is viscose rayon; its production exceeds that 
of all other man-made fibres, and is still increasing. 

Three basic techniques are used to convert the soluble 
cellulose products into fibres. In wet “spinning” the 
cellulose dope is extruded in extremely fine jets into a 
coagulating bath. The long filaments may then be 
chopped up and spun like cotton. Dry “spinning” is 
employed when the solvent is very volatile (e.g. 
acetone); extrusion into a blast causes rapid evaporation 
of solvent with consequent formation of a continuous 
filament of rayon. The third method, melt “spinning,” 
is used primarily for nylon, terylene, polythene and so 


on. The polymer is melted in an atmosphere of nitrogen 
or carbon dioxide and extruded downwards. 

In recent years we have seen the growth of fully 
synthetic fibres, such as the nylons, which are based on a 
repeating amide grouping, e.g.—{CH:].-CO-NH-[CHs]e—. 

Terylene is derived from terephthalic acid and ethy- 
lene glycol; the acrylic fibres, which yield fabrics such 
as Orlon, depend upon the copolymerisation of acry- 
lonitrile (CH:=CH.CN) with small amounts of other 
oe. Royal Institute of Chemistry, December,

NEW PHARMACEUTICAL FACTORY IN ISRAEL 


A drug plant, Plantex, is being built in Natanya 
(Israel) and is expected to open forthwith. The enter- 
prise, set up by Promotex of Geneva, which is investing 
£1 million in the first stage of the product, will manu- 
facture alkaloids, glucosides and vegetable extracts. 

Plantex proposes to register a number of important 
patents in the field of medicinal plants, and will have 
its owr research departments which will study the 
possibility of growing such plants in Israel.—Manufac- 
turing Chemist, November, 1960. 


GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


Approved Names 
(Supplement 2 to Pamphlet of September, 1960.) 

Approved Names are devised or selected by the British 
Pharmacopoeia Commission, and the intention is that 
if any of the drugs to which these Approved Names are 
applied should eventually be described in the British 
Pharmacopoeia the Approved Name should be its 
official title. 

The issue of an Approved Name does not imply that 
the substance will necessarily be included in the British 
Pharmacopoeia or that the Commission is prepared to 
recommend the use of the substance in medicine. 

Approved names are adopted on the advice that they 
are free from conflict with trade marks registered in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. In some instances 
the names, other than the chemical names, appearing 
in the second column are applied to preparations of the 
substance; they also include some registered trade marks.

NEW NARCOTIC DRUGS 


(Extract from the report of the Permanent Central 
Opium Board, 1959) 


Since the publication of the Board’s last report the 
following narcotic drugs have been placed under inter- 
national control: 


By virtue of the provisions of the 1931 Convention: 
Normorphine. 
By virtue of the provisions of the Protocol of 1948: 
Dimenoxadol (dimethylaminoethyl 1-ethoxy-1,1-di- 
phenylacetate. 
Phenazocine (2’hydroxy-5,9-dimethyl-2-(2-phenyl- 
ethyl)-6, 7-benzomorphan). 


They fall under the control provisions laid down for 
the drugs of Group I, which are mentioned in article 
1, paragraph 2, of the 1931 Convention. 


The application of the Protocol of 1948 has so far led 
to the placing under international control of 40 narcotic 
drugs, and the procedure is in motion in respect of 
several other drugs. On the whole, taking also into ac- 
count the drugs which have been placed under inter- 
national control by virtue of the provisions of Article 11 
of the 1931 Convention, the number of substances which 
fall under the International Conventions on narcotic 
drugs has risen from 17 to 66 during the last ten years. 


Conclusions 


The Board is glad to report that on the whole it has 
proved possible for the supervision entrusted to it under 
the Conventions to be effectively carried out during 
the period under review, except in regard to the coca 
leaf, as related in Chapter IV. 


Subject to this reservation, all countries and terri- 
tories, with but few exceptions, have furnished statis- 
tics sufficiently full and accurate to enable the Board 
to satisfy itself that they have duly accounted for their 
respective supplies. These statistics have also enabled 
the Board to verify that narcotic drugs moving in inter- 
national trade actually arrived at their destination. No 
deficits of any consequence which could be attributed to 
diversions from the licit market into the illicit traffic 
have been found in the stock figures reported to the 
Board. The Conventions have therefore largely achieved 
their chief aim, which is to prevent any diversions of 
that kind. Once again, therefore, the Board feels jus- 
tified in stating that the bulk of the illicit traffic which 
continues to flourish in almost all parts of the world is 
supplied from a production which is itself illicit. 


Difficulties still arise in regard to exports of new nar- 
cotic drugs by or to countries which are not parties to 
the 1948 Protocol. The Board recently had occasion to 
discuss at length with a particular government the 
application of the provisions of the relevant Conven- 
tions to the exports of such a drug. These discussions 
afforded the Board an opportunity to reaffirm a general 
principle bearing upon the control of the licit inter- 
national trade in drugs, namely, that if a drug is not 
mentioned in a country’s estimates it follows that the 
estimate for that drug in respect of that country is nil. 


The Board is conscious of the problems raised by the 
application of the Conventions to new drugs, and it 
wishes to pay tribute to the scrupulous attitude of go- 
vernments which, like the Government of Belgium, de- 
cline in a case of doubt to authorise export until they 
have ascertained from the Board that the transaction is 
admissible under the Conventions. 


The accession of new States to the 1948 Protocol is 
also gratifying. The Federal Republic of Germany has 
become a Contracting Party to that instrument as from 
12th September, 1959, and it hoped that the difficulties 
experienced with normethadone, a synthetic narcotic 
drug manufactured mainly in that country, will accord- 
ingly disappear in the near future. 


With respect to the introduction of new drugs, the 
Board considers it worth while to reaffirm its belief that 
the guiding principle in all such cases should surely 
be that commercial interests must yield to considera- 
tions of public health. More particularly, when any 
new product for which its inventors claim powerful 
analgesic or antitussive properties is about to be mar- 
keted, the Government of the country in which it is 
manufactured should, as recommended by the Economic 
and Social Council, at once examine the possibility of 
subjecting it provisionally to the control measures pre- 
scribed in the 1925 and 1931 Conventions until the 
World Health Organisation has pronounced upon its 
liability to produce addiction.

Guild of Public Pharmacists’ Evidence 


In our January issue we published the text of a memorandum by the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain 


on the Control of M 
Pharmacists and the Ad 


The following is the text of a memorandum sub- 
mitted by the Guild of Public Pharmacists to the Work- 
ing Party on legislation concerning medicines. The Guild 
of Public Pharmacists represents the majority of phar- 
maceutical chemists employed in the hospital and local 
authority services. By the nature of their calling its 
members have received a thorough grounding in the law 
relating to the control of medicinal substances, and may 
be regarded as specialists in this sphere of knowledge. 
Consequently, the Guild received with pleasure the in- 
vitation to submit evidence to the Interdepartmental 
Working Party. 


The Guild has examined the relevant statues in some 
detail, and has taken into consideration the opinions 
expressed in various memoranda issued by the Ministry 
of Health for England and Wales and the Department 
of Health for Scotland, and it has also given due weight 
to the recommendations of various sub-committees of 
the Central Health Services Council, such as the Sub- 
Committee on the “Injection of wrong solution into hos- 
pital patients” and the Joint Sub-Committee on “The 
control of Dangerous Drugs and Poisons in hospitals.” 


Following its study of these statutes, reports and 
memoranda, the Guild has decided to confine its obser- 
vations entirely to a consideration of those provisions 
in the statutes which are of concern to pharmaceutical 
chemists employed in hospitals or in the Tecal authority 
services. 


General Principles 


The general principles which the Guild has borne in 
mind are: 


_A. No institution should be entirely without the ser- 
vices of a pharmaceutical chemist. 


B. All storage, supply, dispensing and compounding 
of medicinal substances in hospitals or health centres 
under the control of Regional Hospital Boards, Hospital 
Management Committees, Boards of Governors of Teach- 
ing Hospitals and Local Health Authorities to be under 
= supervision of a duly registered pharmaceutical 
chemist. 


C. Pharmaceutical advice to be readily available at 
all levels of administration, i.e., hospital management 
committees or boards of management, boards of gover- 
nors or regional boards, and at the Ministry of Health 
or the Department of Health. 


D. Furthermore, the Guild believes that the opinion 
formerly expressed in a joint memorandum to a Minis- 
try of Health committee by the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain and the Guild still holds good. This 
memorandum published in January, 1956, stated: “There 
is no good reason for any differentiation in hospitals 
between poisons and other medicinal substances. It 
is desirable that all medicinal substances which are for 
internal or external use should be treated with equal 
care. The artificial division of these substances into

classes or schedules tends to promote the idea that 
toxicity is an absolute rather than a relative property 
and that unwarranted liberties can be taken with certain 
medicinal substances simply because they are not in a 
particular schedule.” 


If this principle could be applied in hospitals and 
health centres, it would mean that in these institutions 
there would be only two classes of medicinal substan — 
that is, drugs of addiction and the majority of medic 
substances, not being drugs of addiction. This idea 
would greatly simplify hospital procedure without, in 
the Guild’s opinion, resulting in any relaxation of neces- 
sary safeguards. 


Advertising Association's Evidence 


The Advertising Association, in its memorandum of 
evidence to the Interdepartmental Working Party on 
legislation concerning medicines, makes it clear that 
it believes that progress in the control of advertising 
of medicines can most effectively and quickly be con- 
tinued by a development of and co-operation with the 
existing voluntary machinery. The memorandum says 
that “the real key to the prevention of abuses of adver- 
tising is self-discipline by advertising people.” The 
memorandum makes some specific suggestions for 
amendment of the law, pointing out that the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act 1926, as amended by the “fitness for 
purpose” clause of the 1953 Act, is not included in the 
list of Acts of Parliament to be considered by the Work- 
ing Party, but that the application of that clause to the 
advertising of medicines should also be examined. It 
is also suggested that a central authority should be 
responsible for the enforcement of provisions of enact- 
ments relating to advertising, particularly in the light 
of the growing use of telev'‘sion in the advertising of 
medicines. It is thought that in the application of the 
Merchandise Marks Act to medicines, it could appro- 
priately be linked with the “quality, substance and 
nature” clause of the Food and Drugs Act, and that the 
duty of taking action, where it was believed the sub- 
stance advertised had not the “fitness for purpose” de- 
scribed in the advertisement, should be the concern of 
a central authority. It is pointed out that the British 
Code of Standards in relation to the advertising of 
medicines and treatments contains a list of over 50 
examples of diseases, illnesses or conditions for which 
medicines, treatments or appliances should not be ad- 
vertised to the public, and it is suggested that some of 
these conditions should be included in Section 8 of the 
Pharmacy and Medicines Act 1941. 


It is mentioned that the Association drafted the British 
Code of Standards, which was ultimately accepted as 
the common minimum standard by all the bodies most 
concerned, and that the first edition was published in 
1948. The memorandum says that the code is not a 
legal document intended to cover every contingency, 
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but a code of conduct, and as such the Association con- 
ag it should be observed as much in the spirit as in 
the letter. 


On the question of habit-forming drugs, the memo- 
randum says that the Advertising Association cannot 
comment on the desirability or otherwise of restricting 
sales of certain products to “prescription only” or to 
particular channels, e.g., through pharmacies. However, 
the Association has from time to time advised its mem- 
bers that particular products are not suitable for adver- 
tising to the general public, or that they should carry 
a warning that they should be taken only under medical 
supervision or medical advice. The Association says 
that if there is an increasing use of habit-forming drugs, 
it has no evidence that this is due to an increase in the 
advertising of such drugs. In 1956 the Association ad- 
vised its members that it was contrary to the public 
interest that widespread advertising should encourage 
continuous use of carbromal and bromvaletone. 


The memorandum lists twelve bodies connected with 
advertising which, in addition to the Advertising Asso- 
ciation, have been active in eliminating misleading and 
exaggerated claims for medicines. Many of the bodies 
are in membership with the Advertising Association. 
It is pointed out that steps are being taken towards a 
stronger, more centralised body “representative of all 
the diverse and often competing interests of advertising.” 
Describing its own mechanism for control of advertise- 
ments, the Association says that its advertisement inves- 
tigation department is under the direction of a com- 
mittee responsible to the council of the Association. 


The committee has two sub-committees, one dealing 
with advertised medicines and the other with all other 
advertising. The medicines sub-committee includes 
three pharmacists experienced in advertising and pub- 
lishing, and three persons engaged primarily in adver- 
tising. A professor of pharmacology is retained by the 


Association as medical adviser, and is in attendance at 
all meetings of the medicines sub-committee, as well as 
of the main committee. Other medical and scientific 
authorities are consulted as need may arise. The A.I.D. 
committee is frequently consulted as to permissible 
claims, by manufacturers, advertising agencies or media 
owners at any stage in the launching of an advertising 
campaign for a new product or at the beginning of a 
new campaign. Draft advertisements are examined, and 
the advertiser or his agent advised of any criticism. 
Usually the advertiser, or his agent, is asked to submit 
independent clinical evidence in support of claims that 
are not already recognised as valid. The case is then 
considered by the committee with the help of its own 
medical adviser. Should the claim be held to be un- 
justified, the advertiser is asked: (a) to modify the copy; 
or (b) to withdraw the advertisement; or (c) to cease 
advertising the product to the public. By its constitu- 
tion, the Association is unable to apply sanctions—it can 
only advise—but it has been found that rarely is the 
Association’s advice ignored by any responsible adver- 
tiser, agency or advertising medium. The Association 
has also issued general guidance on claims which in its 
view are permissible, and which are not permissible, in 
specific fields, e.g., in respect of analgesics, vitamin pro- 
ducts and hair products. 


The memorandum claims that in general the present 
voluntary controls have kept pace with the rising stan- 
dard of public education, of public opinion and of medi- 
cal science. In the view of the Association, it is im- 
portant not to diminish the sense of individual and 
collective responsibility cultivated by advertising as a 
whole, by publishers to their readers, by programme 
companies to their listeners, by agencies to their clients, 
as well as by the advertisers themselves. The present 
voluntary controls can, says the memorandum, when 
necessary, act swiftly and effectively in preventing or 
suppressing undesirable advertising. Should the Work- 
ing Party decide to make recommendations for further 
statutory control, the Association asks for the oppor- 


tunity to discuss in a constructive spirit any specific 
proposals they might have under consideration, but 
suggests that in framing such proposals the complexity 
and magnitude of the task of control should be realised. 


The memorandum concludes by saying that, while no 
one would pretend that the present mechanism for the 
control of the advertising of medicines and treatments 
is perfect, many persons have given their time volun- 
tarily in operating the mechanism and considering ways 
and means of improving it in the interests of the public 
and the good name of advertising. They would welcome 
assistance from any quarter, especially if it was authori- 
tative and based on a recognition of the specially diffi- 
cult practical problems involved. It is pointed out 
that professional opinion in a free society is seldom 
unanimous or static, and the Association is constantly 
in the position of searching for an authority able and 
willing to give an unequivocal and final statement on 
the many matters that they have to consider. When 
it succeeds the Association is only too glad to give such 
statements circulation and to base its decisions upon 
them. The Association does its best in every field to 
encourage associations of the more responsible manu- 
facturers to lay down clear standards of practice for their 
members. 


SALK VACCINE CASE 
Cutter Laboratories Has Lost Another Round 


Cutter Laboratories has lost another round in the 
legal skirmish over a court award of $140,000 to two 
children who contracted polio after receiving Salk vac- 
cine made by Cutter. The Californian State Supreme 
Court denied a petition by Cutter for a rehearing on the 
previous verdict. In effect, this upholds the ruling of 
the State District Court of Appeals, which said that 
Cutter, while not negligent in making the vaccine, 
breached an implied warranty of fitness for human use. 
Moses Laskey, attorney for Cutter, said that the de- 
cision would have a “disastrous” effect on the pharma- 
ceutical industry. Said Dr. Robert K. Cutter, president 
of the company: “Our further steps have not been for- 
mulated.”—“Chemical and Engineering News.”

of the Past and Present 


More About Red and White Roses 


There is one church in the world that pays as rent 
the unusual sum of one red rose. It is situated at 
Manheim, in Pennsylvania, U.S.A., and every year a 
striking service was held, known as the Feast of Roses, 
at which this strange rent was paid. 


Manheim was founded by a German settler, Baron 
Stiegel, and when the population of the place grew 
apace, the baron built a beautiful church. In conveying 
this church property to the inhabitants of Manheim, 
no consideration was asked for it except the sum of 
five shillings—the amount required by law to make the 
transaction valid—and the curious obligation, set forth 
in the deed in due legal form, requiring the congregation 
to “yield and pay therefore unto the said Henry William 
Stiegel, his heirs or assigns, at the said town of Man- 
heim, in the month of June, yearly, hereafter, the rent 
of one red rose, if the same shall be lawfully demanded.” 


Twice during his lifetime this strange rent was paid 
to the baron, and then, for a period of nearly one 
hundred and twenty years, the custom was discontinued. 
However, eventually it was revived, and every year 
many descendants of the baron attended the Feast of 
the Roses to receive the rose and to pay honour to the 
memory of their illustrious ancestor. 


Accompanied with appropriate music and addresses, 
the simple yet beautiful ceremony of paying the rent 
was performed in the church. Each member of the 
congregation would bring a rose, and form into a 
procession, to drop it within the chancel rail. Then 
one of these roses was selected and by the minister 
presented to the heir of Baron Stiegel. 


The church is beautifully decorated on these occasions, 
with palm and pomegranates in the background, while 
in the front is placed a miniature ship—the “Nancy”— 
with a fountain springing out at the topmast and 
decorated with roses, to represent the landing of the 
baron in 1750. 


This ceremony still continues. 


Paying the rent may be a problem nowadays for a 
great many persons through increased costs of living, 
but there may have been just as many headaches in 
the past when rents were paid by goods or services. 
In some cases these rents were merely nominal sums 
or objects—amounts which were later termed “pepper- 
corn rents”’—but, even so, the tenant may have had 
difficulty in fulfilling his obligations during a poor 
summer when roses were not in bloom in time for 
Midsummer Day in England or certain commodities 
were scarce or had increased in retail cost. 


During the early days of Edward III the records 
provide many examples of such rents “in kind.” 
Although, at this period, a pound of pepper was of 
considerable value, it was from the payment of a 
“peppercorn” for certain holdings that this term arose 
as a nominal rent. In the county of Essex alone (where 
I live), some sixty out of nearly five hundred convey-

ances recorded in one section of the “Feet of Fines” 
for this English county mention such rents. 


Two-thirds of these refer to the “rent of the rose.” 
This clause required the holder of the property to 
provide one rose on the Nativity of St. John the Baptist, 
or Midsummer Day. This was the customary condition 
of tenure in cases involving the reversion of the 
property conveyed—that is, where the property passed 
to the recipient for life only, or where the conveyors 
themselves retained a life interest. It also applied in 
cases of ultimate reversion to the conveyor’s family 
through the failure of the recipient heirs to fulfil the 
conditions of the tenancy. 


The most romantic rents of Epping Forest were those 
of the two manor-houses of Chambers, at Epping, and 
Bedfords, at Havering-atte-Bower, both held by fealty 
and rent of one red rose. 


In 1622, the sum total for Moor Hall, at Harlow 
(Essex), was set down as 8/3, a red rose and two 
clove-pinks. 


Anyone visiting the ancient “Crown and Thistle” 
tavern at Loseby Lane, Leicester, on June 24 of any 
year may witness a quaint old ceremony which dates 
back over three centuries. The establishment is the 
second oldest inn in Leicester, and was known originally 
as the “Star and Ball.” 


In 1636 the piece of land on which this tavern stands 
was granted to James Teele and his wife, Elizabeth, 
“to be holden of our said Soveraigne lord the King, 
his heirs and successors as of his honour of Leicester 
in the sight of his Highness Duchy of Lancaster by 
fealtye only in free and common socage and not in 
Capite: Yielding and Paying therefor yearlye unto the 
Maior (= Mayor) of the Borough of Leicester for the 
time being one Damask Rose at or upon the feast day 
of Saint John the Baptist and also yielding and paying 
all chief rents yssueing (— issueing) or goeing a forth 
of the same.” 


On the appointed day, with the utmost regularity, a 
representative of the City Treasurer enters the bar of 
the inn and receives from the landlord a Damask Rose 
and fourpence—the latter being his fee for making the 
collection. 


The estates of the Duke of Athole in Scotland are 
held on the condition that a white rose should be 
presented whenever the sovereign visited the castle. 
In 1844, when Queen Victoria and Prince Albert paid 
a visit to Scotland, when roses were out of season 
two were procured with great difficulty and duly offered 
to Her Majesty on her arrival at Blair Castle. 


It is almost amusing to read what Nicholas Culpeper 
_ to say about Roses in his “The Complete Herbal” 
of 1653: 


“Their Government and Virtues: 


“What a pother have authors made with roses! What 
a racket have they kept? I shall add, red Roses are 
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under Jupiter, Damask under Venus, Whi 

Moon, & Provence under the King of Fagg The 
white & red Roses are cooling & drying, & yet the 
white is taken to exceed the red in both the properties 
but is seldom used inwardly in any medicine. ... P 


“Red Roses do strengthen the heart, the stomach & 
the liver & the retentive faculty: they mitigate the 
pains that arise from heat, assuage inflammations, 
procure rest & sleep: the juice of them doth purge & 
cleanse the body from choler and phlegm. The husks of 
the Roses, with the beards & nails of the Roses are 
binding & cooling & the distilled water of either of 
them is good for the heat & redness in the eyes, & to 
stay and dry up the rheums & watering of them. Of 
the Red Roses are usually made many compositions, 
all serving to sundry good uses, viz. Electuary of Roses, 
Conserve, both moist & dry, which is more usually 
called Sugar or Roses, Syrup of dry Roses, & Honey 
of Roses. The cordial powder called Diarrhoden Abbatis 
& Aromatica Rosarum. The distilled Water of Roses, 
Vinegar of Roses, Ointment, & Oil of Roses, & the Rose 
leaves dried, are of great use & effect. To write at 
large of every one of these would make my book smell 
too big.” 

Culpeper also says concerning the Red Rose (Rosa 
Rubra) that this has lower bushes than the Hip Rose, 
and that “the flowers have few prickles on the stalks, 
and the calyx, or beards, are shorter and smoother; 
they are less double than either the damask or white, 
having a great many yellow anthers in the middle. 


When dealing with the “Virtues of the Red Rose,” 
Culpeper observes: 


“This binds more and is more restringent than any 
of the other species, good against all kinds of fluxes; 
it strengthens the stomach, prevents vomiting, stops 
tickling coughs, by preventing the defluxion of the 
rheum; and is of service in consumptions; the anthers 
or apices, are accounted cordial. The conserve of the 
red buds is excellent in consumptive cases, especially 
in the spitting of blood. The distilled water, made of 
the full-blown flower, is cooling, of good use in recent 
inflammations of the eyes, if it be dissolved in a small 
quantity of rock saltpetre. Some apply the conserve 
for that purpose. A strong tincture, drawn from the 
dried red roses, makes a pleasant julep, and helps the 
bark in its operation.” 


The following “receipts’—almost formulas or pre- 
scriptions—have been selected from the section “Secrets 
in Distillation” of “Delightes for Ladies,” compiled by 
Sir Hugh Plat, and published originally in 1609: 


“Rosewater, and yet the Roseleaves not discoloured.” 


“You must distill in balneo, and when the bottome 
of your pewter Still is through hot, put in a fewe leaves 
at once and distill them: watch your Still carefully, 
and assoone (= as soon) as those are distilled put in 
more. I know not whether your profit will requite 
your labour, yet accept of it as a new conclusion.’ 

“How to recover Rosewater, or any other distilled 
water that hath gotten a mother, and is in daunger to 
be mustie.” 

“Infuse your water upon fresh Roseleaves, or upon 
Rose cakes broken all in peeces, and then after macer- 
ation for three or foure houres with a gentle —~ 
redistill your water. Do this in a Limbeck, take h 
of drawing too long for burning, unlesse your Lymbecke 
stand in balneo.” 

(A Lymbecke or limbeck is defined as an alembic, 
a limbeck for stilling of water, i.e. part c‘ a still.) 

“To draw both good Rosewater, and oyle of Roses 
together.” 

“After you have digested your Roseleaves by the 
space of 3 moneths (= months), ficut ante, num 13. 
either in barrels or hookers, then distill them with fair 
water in a limbeck, draw so long as you finde any 
excelent smell of the Rose, then divide the fattie oile 


that fleeteth on the top of the Rosewater, and so you 
have both excellent oyle of Roses, and also good Rose- 
water togither, and you shall also have moe water 
than by the ordinarie way, and this Rosewater 
extendeth farther in physically compositions, and the 
other serveth best for perfumes and casting bottles. 
Yoummay also distill the oyle of Lignum Rhodium 
this way, saving that you shall not nede to macerate 
the same above 24 houres in your water or menstrum 
before you distill: this oyle hath a most pleasing smell 
in a manner equall with the oyle of Roses.” 


Elsewhere, in the same section, Plat gives the fol- 
lowing instructions for making— 


“An excellent Rosewater.” 


“Upon the top of your glasse bodie, straine a haire 
cloth, and upon that lay good store of Roseleaves 
either drie, or halfe drie: and so your water will ascend 
verie good both in smell and in colour. Distill either 
in balneo, or in a gentle fire in ashes, you may reiterate 
the same water upon fresh leaves. This may also bee 
done in a leaden Still, over which by reason of the 
breadth you may place more leaves.” 


However, if the would-be perfumist of the seven- 
teenth century wished to prepare “A Speedy Distillation 
of Rosewater,” the worthy Plat provided the following 
“receipt”: 

“Stampe the leaves, and first distill the juice bein 
expressed, and after distill the leaves, and so you sha 
dispatch more with one Still, then others do with three 
or foure stils. And this water is everie way as medicin- 
able as the other, serving in all sirrups (= syrups), 
decoctions, &c., sufficiently, but not altogether so pleas- 
ing in smell.” 


FRINGE BENEFITS 


Some interesting estimates of the comparative costs 
of fringe benefits overseas are reported in the Economist, 
December 10, 1960. 

Quoting from figures prepared by the French National 
Institute of Statistics and Economic Studies, the report 
indicates that wage supplements paid by employers— 
national insurance and private pension contributions. 
paid holidays, sick leave, certain regular bonuses and 
the like—add the following percentages to ordinary 
hourly earnings in manufacturing indusiries:—

The report points out that the heavier fringe costs on 
the Continent largely reflect the different systems of 
paying for compulsory welfare. 

By way of interest, we have calculated the minmum 
cost of fringe benefits in this State (N.S.W.) as 164 per 
cent. on to ordinary hourly earnings. This figure in- 
cludes annual leave, sick leave, paid holidays, long 
service leave and Pay Roll Tax. It does not include 
superannuation contributions, bonuses, incentive pay- 
ments, welfare contributions or Workers’ Compensation 
premiums.—“The Employers’ Review.”

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Is your Store a Dismal Cave? 


The Contrast Between Daylight and Your Store Lighting 
Should Not Be So Great As to Make the Store Seem 
Gloomy to Your Customers...

The human eye is a marvellous mechanism, through 
which you make the major portion of your sales—and 
it is amazingly adaptable. Yet everything of a physical 
nature has its limitations, and the eyes of your custo- 
mers accustomed to the glare of the sun on snow- 
covered streets during winter may find the interior of 
your store dark and gloomy by comparison. 


Your own eyes, of course, are adjusted to see well 
by artificial light because you’re in the store all day. 
You may not realise it, therefore, that your store ap- 
pears dark to those coming in from the outside. 


Here’s a simple test you can make: Go outside and 
look at the sky. If it is daytime, look at the brightest 
part of the sky, near the sun. If it is evening, look at 
the nearest bright lights. Look at street lights, auto 
headlights, or nearby brightly lighted window displays. 
Watch them until you can look without squinting. 


Now go back into your store. Does it appear dismal 
and dark by comparison? Do your merchandise dis- 
plays seem dull and obscure? 


If so, you need brighter lighting in your store. In 
this event, it should be planned for carefully, and under 
no consideration should you add new lighting fixtures 
indiscriminately, as this may do more harm than good. 


If you flood your store with “flat” shadowless light 
from ceiling fixtures, you may find that you have an 
unnatural, hospital-like type of lighting which shows 
up every crack and ceiling imperfection. 

Your best bet is a moderate type of illumination 
bright enough to read a newspaper easily anywhere in 
your store—but no brighter. This is often obtainable 
by means of two rows of fluorescent tubes running 
the length of the store about five feet apart. This ar- 
rangement serves to spread out the light and is superior 
to a couple of four or six-tube fixtures. 

You will find that this type of illumination provides 
a soft, pleasant, overall glow, without glare. 

You will, of course, require extra lighting for your 
merchandise displays. Many stores use concealed lights 
near the ceiling to throw light on the walls. This form 
of reflected light not only provides extra vision but is 
decorative as well. 

Light on such merchandise in glass cases should be 
bright but shielded, so it will not glare in customers’ 
eyes. Spotlights fastened to the ceiling are ideal for 
the effective illumination of open displays. Copy de- 
partment store techniques in doing this. 

And don’t forget your store windows while you’re at 
it. These, too, need to be brightly lighted so that even 
from a moving car a block away people can see that 
your store is open. 

At the same time, your window lighting should be 
directed on the merchandise on display and not into 
customers’ eyes. Exposed neon tubes should never be 
used in the window, but only on the canopy or name 
sign. 

What about lighting your windows on a sunny day? 
At such a time the light floods your windows and your 
display lighting is swallowed up in the glare. Most 
retailers overcome this by putting their awnings down 
at such a time. But when they do, they keep their 
window lights on in order to maintain maximum dis- 
play effectiveness.

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The Short Past of Store Design 


An interesting talk on the history of store design by Morris Lapidus, Architect, 
New York, to a Designers’ Symposium conducted by the N.R.M.A., America.

Hardly any of us realise that store design is a product 
of the 20th century. At the turn of the century there 
were no store designers, as such, and certainly no 
architects were engaged in the practice of designing 
stores or shops. My own entry into the field of store 
design dates back to 1927. I was one of the first 
architects to devote his complete professional efforts 
to the design of stores, and I’ll admit I had a sense 
of betraying my profession by stooping to the practice 
of store design, which certainly had no place in the 
field of architecture in 1927. 


Stores were usually laid out by some draughtsman 
who worked for a contractor or a cabinet manufacturer. 
When a store front was designed by an architect, it 
was usually as a part of an over-all design for building, 
and, in all cases, the architect was more interested in 
fitting his store front into his architectural concept 
than in designing a front which would do a good mer- 
chandising job for the retailer who was to occupy the 
space. It was only by means of alterations that the 
retailer was able to have a store design specifically 
for him. And, even in those cases, the architect or 
designer was more interested in creating a monumental 
and impressive frame than in trying to display mer- 
chandise to its best advantage. 


My earliest examples of store fixtures seemed to be 
a salute to the cabinet maker and his craft rather than 
an attempt to solve the merchandising problems of the 
retailer. The retailer wanted the most impressive store 
possible and, at that time, the way to create an impres- 
sive store was to have store fixtures which were heavy 
and loaded with cornices and pilasters and meaningless 
ornament. The store front was usually an exercise in 
getting in as many varied materials and forms as the 
height and width of the opening would permit. 


The show window was a necessary nuisance, which 
was thrown in to make it possible for the merchant 
to display his merchandise. The lighting in our more 
advanced designs consisted of a lot of exposed silvered 
glass reflectors, and the more refiectors we jammed into 
the window, the more impressive the store front— 
although the retailer would usually limit the use of 
lighting, because it would mean a corresponding increase 
in his light bill. 


I shall never forget the first store in which I persuaded 
my client to put in as much light as had ever been 
attempted in order to attract attention to the merchan- 
dise. At the end of the first month of operation, the 
store owner told me in no uncertain terms that I had 
practically ruined him. He waved his electric light bill 
in my face and showed me that I had more than doubled 
his lighting cost and wanted to know how he was going 
to pay for all of this electricity. There seemed to be no 
connection in his mind between good lighting and better 
selling. This was not an isolated case. It took years 
of patient pioneering work to convince merchants that 
better lighting meant better display of merchandise and 
better sales. 


As my practice grew, I developed certain basic ideas, 
which seemed radical at the time, but which today are 
accepted as commonplace. It took a good deal of per- 
suasion to get my clients to understand that tremendous 
signs and a plethora of lettering did not help the sale 
of merchandise. It took equally as much effort to 


convince my clients that they didn’t have to show every 
bit of merchandise in their show windows. They seemed 
to feel that if I could get in a maximum amount of 
glass, they could then display the maximum amount 
of merchandise, and that would produce, in turn, the 
maximum amount of sales. Years passed before I was 
able to convince my clients that an open and inviting 
store front with a well-selected and limited display 
would sell more merchandise than the jammed windows 
that they all seemed to love so much in those early days. 


On the interior, it took a long time to convince my 
retail clients that they were not selling furniture, nor 
cabinet work, but merchandise. The love of ornament 
and heavy cabinet work was difficult to overcome. In 
my own work, even in contemporary design, I found 
that I was over-designing and over-ornamenting the 
showcases. Today, of course, the showcase has practic- 
ally disappeared. A set of hardware, which gives the 
retailer maximum flexibility and presents the merchan- 
dise to best advantage, is the tool of the store designer. 
Little by little, the many-moulded cornices and pilasters 
gave way to simpler and simpler framing of merchandise 
until finally the frame itself disappeared and the mer- 
chandise was what we were able to display. It may 
sound strange to talk about proper heights and sizes of 
floor cases and wall cases, but you can believe me when 
I say that it took years of experimenting to achieve 
what seems so simple, namely, putting merchandise at 

roper heights, proper levels and advantageous points 
or easy accessibility to salesclerk and customer. 


It isn’t so long ago since most stores were painted 
beige, and that was considered plenty of colour for 
merchandising. I recall an incident when I finally 
persuaded the owner of a large chain store to allow me 
to introduce true colour in a ladies’ apparel shop. This 
man felt that beige was the most beautiful colour for 
the presentation of merchandise. He felt that if any 
colour was introduced it would detract from the mer- 
chandise itself. I tried to persuade him that colour 
played an important part in creating a sense of depart- 
mentalisation and would act as a sort of magnet to draw 
people to the various departments. 


He finally allowed me to experiment with one store 
in which I used a limited palette of colours. I recall 
vividly the experience of the opening. When my client 
arrived the night before the opening, he called himself 
every kind of idiot for permitting his architect to use 
so many colours. He summoned the painting contractor 
and then and there gave him e contract for painting out 
all of the colours in the store and returning to his 
much-loved beige. Of course, there was no time to 
paint the store that night, but the painter was told that 
directly after the opening he was to bring in a crew 
and repaint the store in a few nights. 


The following day, opening day, the store owner and 
I stood just outside the store to listen to the comments 
of the customers as they left the store. Every woman 
who passed us was admiring the beautiful colours! My 
client cancelled the contract for repainting, mumbling 
under his breath that women must be absolutely crazy 
to like colour when beige was so nice. Needless to say, 
that chain has been using colour ever since. 


The greatest progress, of course, has been in the 
evolution of planning for good merchandising. It took 
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years to persuade retailers to give up the basic concept 
of lining all the walls with wallcases and then setting 
showcases out in front of the wall cases. Wherever 
space permitted, aisles of floor cases or tables were set 
out in a rigid rectilinear fashion. I can remember when 
I and other store designers introduced curving walls 
and sweeping lines of merchandise. These, in their 
days, were sensationally radical, and it took a daring 
client to permit his architect to break away from the 
rigid grid in which stores had been designed for years. 
The flow of merchandise from point of delivery to 
point of sale and the flow of merchandise out of the 
store were something that no retailer was willing to 
discuss. He simply wanted his store laid out to get as 
many lineal feet of cases as possible, and that seemed 
to be about the only criterion. Today’s scientific 
approach to planning took years to develop. 

Only 35 years have passed since the t store I 
designed, and as I look back through old albums and 
see the tremendous strides that have been made, I 
realise how far we have come in store design. Mer- 
chandising, colour, lighting, display and decor, which 
form today’s store, were practically non-existent 35 
years ago. It was an exciting field that I worked in 
then, and I take great pride and pleasure in the fact 
that I and a few others laid the foundations upon which 
the modern store is built. The fight for more lighting, 
the fight for colour, the fight for eliminating elaborate 
cabinet work, the fight for simple and direct store 
fronts were all exciting in their time. I wonder if the 
next 35 years will produce as many changes. 


RULES GOVERNING FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT 
IN PHARMACIES 


The following requirements in regard to equipment in 
pharmacies, pursuant to Section 10 of the Pharmacy Act 
of New Zealand, was published in “The Pharmaceutical 
Journal of New Zealand,” November 10, 1960. 

1. Provide and maintain adequate lighting in the pre- 
mises at all times when any work is being carried 
out therein. 

. Provide and maintain adequate ventilation in the 
premises at all times when any food or drugs or 
containers or material for packing food or drugs are 

resent therein. 
ovide and maintain in good and clean working 
order and condition the means of drainage sufficient 
for the removal of waste liquids. 

. At all times keep the premises clean, free from foul 
odours and, so far as it is practicable, free from rats, 
mice and other vermin, and flies and other insects. 

. Keep in good repair the shelves, walls, cupboards, 
ceilings, floors and roofs of the premises. 

. Provide and maintain in good and clean working 
order and condition sinks and other sanitary fittings 
reasonably necessary for washing bottles and appli- 
ances used in the dispensing and compounding of 
medicines; and provide an adequate supply of cold 
water, hot water, and soap. 

. Provide and maintain in good and clean working 
order and condition adequate ablution facilities for 
use of the persons employed in or about the pre- 
mises; and provide an adequate supply of cold 
water, hot water, soap, and towels or other appliance 
for the drying of hands. 

. Keep in a state of cleanliness all bottles, containers, 
appliances, etc., used in the dispensing and com- 

rovide and maintain the equipment specified in the 
Official List (or such modification thereof as the 
Board may decide in any case where an apprentice 
is not employed). 

. Provide suitable cupboards for the storing of poisons 
and dangerous drugs. 

. Ensure that all drugs and substances used in the 
compounding and dispensing of medicines are pro- 

rly kept and legibly labelled. 
sure that all scales, weights and measures are 
accurate.

PHARMACEUTICAL BENEFITS AND THE 
COMMONWEALTH CONSTITUTION 


(To the Editor) 


Sir—A decade has now passed since the judgment 
of the High Court of Australia in the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Case was given. Therefore it is not unreason- 
able to review not the judgment itself but the effects 
of the judgment. 

The judgment of the High Court held by a majority 
decision that Section 7A of the original Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Act imposed a form of civil conscription within 
the meaning of Section 51, paragraph 23A, of the Com- 
monwealth Constitution, and therefore was invalid. 

It is noteworthy that two Justices (Sir Owen Dixon 
and Sir James McTiernan) dissented from this view 
and held that the limitations on the medical profession 
imposed by Section 7A were merely incidental to the 
performance of the service. It was held by a majority 
judgment (Sir John Latham, then Chief Justice, dis- 
senting) that the prohibition in Section 51, paragraph 
23A, of the Constitution, “but not so as to authorise 
any form of civil conscription applies only to the 
medical and dental services.” It was held that the 
power of the Constitution to legislate in respect to the 
provision of allowances, benefits, pensions, etc., is 
limited to the provision of those matters by the Com- 
monwealth. 

Now the effect of this would appear to be that the 
medical profession is not subject to civil conscription 
in any form at all. The implication would appear to 
mean that the medical practitioner cannot be required 
to qualify his prescribing of the benefits listed by the 
Commonwealth Department of Health in any way. 

It would therefore appear that the action of the 
Department of Health in withholding payment from 
pharmaceutical chemists of certain prescriptions which 
are not endorsed “For a specified purpose” by the 
prescriber or the action of the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment in only allowing certain pharmaceutical benefits 
to be available after the medical practitioner has 
obtained the consent of the Director-General or his 
agent to prescribe them would be invalid, or at least 
against the weight of the judgment of the Australian 
High Court. 

The pharmaceutical chemist is thus placed in a most 
difficult position. He is expected to impose discipline 
on the medical profession in respect of drugs covered 
by the “Specified Purpose” provision or Special Direction 
provision. In default of so doing, the pharmacist is 
— payment for the goods he has supplied in good 

alth. 

It would therefore appear that the Minister and his 
Departmental officers are attempting to impose on the 
pharmaceutical chemist the necessity of disciplining the 
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medical profession in the prescribing of the above- 
mentioned pharmaceuticals. That is to say, of course, 
that the pharmacist is required to impose a discipline 
on the medical profession which the High Court deter- 
mined that the Parliament of the Commonwealth of 
Australia is impotent to impose. 

It is most unfortunate that there was not a more 
active pronounced opinion amongst pharmacists at the 
time, whereby the pharmacists might have been repre- 
sented by Counsel in the Australian High Court, and 
the functions of the pharmacist and any disabilities he 
was likely to suffer could have been thoroughly ex- 
plained and debated while the case was in progress. 

The provision by the Regulations made under the Act 
whereby the pharmacist is required to issue Repeat 
Authority forms where necessary and without payment 
and to retain the carbon copies of prescriptions for 12 
months or pay a fine is of very doubtful legality, and 
it could not be regarded particularly as incidental to 
the purchase or sale of goods or of a pharmaceutical 
service. 

This writer would suggest that all pharmacists 
throughout Australia should very carefully give con- 
sideration to the position that has developed and, not 
only through the Guild but through the Pharmaceutical 
Societies and other bodies, should provoke a discussion 
as to whether the Constitutional position that now 
appears to have arisen should not be further investigated 
by an appropriate appeal to the High Court.

Decision by Taxation Board of Review 
(Extract from “The Taxpayers’ Bullettin,” February 4, 
1961.) 


The taxpayer was an Association of Friendly Societies 
carrying on the business of a dispensary. During the 
year of income, included in the receipts of the taxpayer 
was an amount of £461 received from the Common- 
wealth under the Repatriation Acts in respect of pre- 
scriptions given to patients by medical officers appointed 
under the Repatriation Acts, and dispensed by the tax- 
payer. The Commissioner treated 10% of the amount of 
£461 as assessable income under s. 121A. This section 
provides, inter alia, that 10% of the total of arnounts 
received from the Commonwealth under the National 
Health Act 1953 in respect of the supply of pharmaceu- 
tical benefits, and the gross proceeds received from the 
sale or supply of medicines and other goods sold or 
supplied in the ordinary course of business to be deemed 
to be taxable income of the Society. 

The taxpayer contended that the section restricts the 
inclusion in the taxable income of amounts received 
from the Commonwealth to amounts received under the 
National Health Act 1953. An alternative contention 
advanced was that the amounts received under the Re- 
patriation Acts are not gross proceeds from the sale or 
supply of medicines sold or supplied in the ordinary 
course of business within the meaning of the section. 

The Board did not accept the taxpayer’s interpretation 
of the section, and also rejected the taxpayer’s conten- 
tion that the amount was not received in the ordinary 
course of its business. Dealing with this latter conten- 
tion, Mr. J. F. McCaffrey said: 

“The phrase ‘ordinary course of business’ has been 
the subject of judicial interpretation in Ireland, Eng- 
land and Australia. Perhaps the most useful quotation 
for present purposes is from Downs Distributing Co. 

Ltd. v. Associated Blue Star Stores Pty. Ltd. (in 
liquidation) (76 C.L.R. 463), in which Rich J. said (at 

): 

“ ‘But it does suppose that accordin the ordinary 
and common flow of transactions in affairs of business 
there is, of course, an ordinary course. It means thet 
the transaction must fall into piece as part of the 
undistinguished common flow of business done, that 
it should form part of the ordinary course of business 
carried on, calling for no remark and arising out of 
no special or particular situation.’ 
“In view of the obvious frequency of their occurrence, 
of the not-inconsiderable amount received per year, and 
of the long-standing nature of the subject transactions, 
I am unable to find anything in the facts of this refer- 
ence which would so distinguish 
transactions as to set them specially apart from the un- 
distinguished common flow of business done by the tax- 
payer.’ 

HELD: Claim disallowed. (Board of Review No. 3: 
Reference B.17/1960: Appearance for the taxpayer: 
Mr. C. G. Leavy). 


MEDICINE OF THE FUTURE 


The social and psychological aspects of medicine will 
grow in importance during the next twenty-five years, a 
number of authorities — in the 25th anniversary 
issue of “What’s New,” Abbot Laboratories’ publication 
to the medical profession. 


“The physician will be compelled . . : 
creasingly larger social responsibilities. Medicine can 
no longer be considered apart from social philosophy,” 
asserts Dr. Rene J. Dubos, noted Rockefeller Institute 
researcher. 


Dr. C. Knight Aldrich, University of Chicago psy- 
chiatrist, reports that curriculum trends point “to the 
revival rather than to the abandonment of the humani- 
tarian tradition, with no sacrifice of science, but with an 
increase in the physician’s concern for the welfare of 
his patient. 


“In the medical school curriculum the ‘ghost’ physician 
is losing out to the scientific physician-humanitarian,” 
Aldrich says. “The physician of the future will take on 
increased social responsibility for groups.” 


Dr: Talcott Parsons, Professor of Sociology at Har- 
vard University, forecasts “more, rather than less, atten- 
tion . . . will be paid to the personal problems of the 
patient, and that the balance of emphasis in medicine 
is beginning to shift in favour of the psychological com- 
ponent. By 1985 it may well be competing on even 
terms with the older ones of internal medicine -and 
surgery.’ 


Parsons believes that “especially in research, but also 
in practice, the medical man will have to collaborate 
much more closely with a wide range of non-medical 
scientific experts, and the social organisation of health 
services will become increasingly complex.” 


Dr. Robert H. Alway, Dean of the Stanford University 
School of Medicine, warns that “society’s growing in- 
sistence on the right to health, in addition to food, 
clothing and shelter, may progressively obscure indi- 
vidual responsibility for each. We should not permit 
socio-economic concerns to blind us to the dual respon- 
sibility of medicine; the positive promotion of health 
and the relief and cure of disease. 


“Society would be ill-served,” he adds, “if, in achiev- 
ing equal distribution of medical services, the result is 
such a levelling that all, in being treated the same, are 
treated equally badly.” 


All of the observers continue to foresee the need for a 
strong relationship between doctor and patient. By 
1985 we should have space age medicine, Dr. Alway 
notes, “but it is unlikely that individuals 25 years hence, 
in periods of illness and distress, will react other than 
their ancestors, being much affected by their confidence 
in their own physicians.” Sir George Pickering, Regius 
Professor of Medicine from the University of Oxford, 
says that “the adjustment of the individual reg to 
the highly complex situation of modern society ( 
remain the province of the doctor.”

GREAT BRITAIN 
LONDON, February 10, 1961. 
Prescription Charges Raised 


An increase on the prescription levy to 2/- per item 
as from March 1 has been announced by Mr. Enoch 
Powell, the Minister of Health. This is expected to 
yield a saving of around £12.5 million in the full financial 
year. It is the third occasion on which the public has 
been asked to pay a greater proportion of the cost of 
prescriptions. In 1952, while the Labour Government 
was still in power, the then Minister of Health, Mr. A. 
Bevan, imposed a charge of 1/- per form. In his words, 
to stop “the cascade of medicines flowing down British 
throats.” The charge resulted in a temporary decline 
in the total number of prescriptions dispensed, but 
seemed to be accompanied by an increase in quantities 
prescribed, and the number of items per form. In 
December, 1957, the levy was raised to 1/- per individual 
prescription, and although numbers declined slightly, 
there was no appreciable fall in the total cost per 
prescription. It is expected that there will be at least 
a temporary decline in the volume of dispensing. Other 
Health charges have not been left unaltered. Charges 
for dentures will be increased, and spectacles will go 
up by at least 5/- per pair, with higher charges for 
bifocal and multifocal lenses. Amenity beds in hospitals 
which now cost 12/- a day for a single room will be 
doubled, although this is expected to yield only £125,000 
in a full year. Orange juice, which was formerly sup- 
plied to expectant and nursing mothers and young 
children at 5d. a bottle, will cost 1/6. Codliver oil, 
which was free, will be 1/- per bottle, and vitamin 
tablets, formerly free, will cost 6d. per packet, which 
will produce £1.5 million per year. The new charges 
are likely to be bitterly resisted by the Opposition in 
their passage through Parliament. Contributions, too, 
will go up 1/- per week, of which employees will pay 
10d. and employers 2d. 


Protest by Society 


The Secretary of the Society has protested to the 
Minister of Health on the new charges in the following 
terms: “In November 1956, when the charge on National 
Health Service prescriptions was increased from 1/- per 
form to 1/- per item, the Society wrote to Mr. Turton, 
who was the Minister at the time, expressing the view 
that the change would adversely affect the efficiency 
of the Service. This view was based upon the practical 
experience of pharmacists engaged in the Service. The 
reasons given were that the increase would discriminate 
against patients requiring more than one form of 
medicine, would encourage self-medication, would create 
difficulties for the pharmacist, and would affect the 
relations between pharmacists and the public. The 
Council of the Society desire me to state that the further 
increase proposed will accentuate these disadvantages 
and would strongly urge that the proposal be recon- 
sidered. The pharmacist is in a particularly favourable 
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position to see the effects of such a charge, as he is in 
contact with the patient at the time payment is made. 
The increase will fall most heavily on those whose need 
is greatest. There is no doubt that distress will be 
caused to many patients who, while unable to meet the 
increased charge without depriving themselves of essen- 
tial requirements, will not be able to recover it under 
National Assistance. Then again pharmacists are bound 
to be involved in arguments about the cost of the 
medicines prescribed and whether a patient should go 
without or purchase some alternative, not to mention 
the effect upon the relations between pharmacists and 
the public, of the widespread resentment which the 
increase will arouse, and of the belief of many that the 
extra money will be additional remuneration for the 
pharmacist. The new charge will be a further infringe- 
ment of the principle that there should be no financial 
barrier to the access of the public to medical treatment, 
and will undoubtedly have the effect of causing increased 
self-medication. If it is among the purposes of the new 
charge to bring about a better appreciation of the cost 
of medicines under the Service and the need for 
economy, it seems inappropriate to do this at the expense 
of the patient who is not responsible for what is pre- 
scribed and by a method which may result in increased 
quantities being prescribed.” 


The discussion in the House on the proposed charge 
led to a very grim debate which almost ended in an 
uproar. Some Labour members booed the Minister 
when he rose to speak. He said that the prescription 
charge was not an alternative to other measures directed 
to limiting the cost of the pharmaceutical services. The 
Government would not overlook any genuine oppor- 
tunity of securing economical prices for the drugs used 
in the pharmaceutical service. 

The latest figures released by the Joint Pricing Com- 
mittee for England show that the average cost per 
prescription in September was almost 7/4, with a range 
from 5/10 to 8/10. In October the figure was fraction- 
ally lower, and in the two months together over 33 
million prescriptions were dispensed. 


The Bill in Perspective 


A Special Correspondent in “The Times” newspaper, 
a day after the news was given of the increased charges, 
placed the Drug Bill in true perspective, stating that 
the rising burden, in the first place, was an illusion. 
The expenditure on drugs over the past decade repre- 
sented almost exactly 10 per cent. of the total cost of 
the Service. Now it was beginning to be widely 
appreciated that the proportion of the National income 
absorbed by the whole Health Service, around 4 per 
cent., had declined slightly since 1950. There appeared 
to be little correlation between total drug expenditure 
by a nation and the method of financing it. A “free” 
Service did not necessarily imply higher total expendi- 
ture. The proportion of national income spent on drugs 
today was little, if any, greater than in the 1930s. The 
most significant factor in determining the size of the 
Bill, ie. national prosperity, had not been appreciated.

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It is not drugs which receive the money, but the 
workers, distributors and the investors. In a free 
economy it should be expected that incomes and profits 
obtained in the pharmaceutical industry be roughly 
similar to those obtained outside it. Incomes should 
rise at about the same rate as those in the rest of the 
population. Consequently, if employment within the 
industry remains stable, expenditure on drugs would 
rise at about the same rate as the national income. In 
fact, this had happened, and the root cause of the soaring 
Drug Bill was national affluence. “The pharmaceutical 
service, like the health service in general, has suffered 
from repeated attempts to make it cheaper.” 


Cost of the Service 

The cost of the Pharmaceutical Service in 1959, 
according to the Report of the Comptroller and Auditor- 
Ceneral, was £81 million for the 236 million prescrip- 
tions dispensed, or 6/10} per prescription. This showed 
an increase of 12 million prescriptions from the previous 
year, and of £8 million, and of 44d. per prescription. 
In England and Wales, chemists received £24.8 million 
by way of dispensing fees and on-cost, for the 214 
million prescriptions dispensed. This compared with 
229 million prescriptions, yielding £22.2 million to the 
chemist in 1956, and in view of the substantial increase 
in remuneration arising from the increase in ingredient 
costs over the three years, which carry a 25 per cent. 
on-cost, the Comptroller has asked the Ministry whether 
they had any evidence that the present remuneration 
of chemists was more than what was fair and reasonable; 
the ingredient cost had gone up from 2/11 to 4/4}. 
Meanwhile, the Ministry has found that a number of 
standard drugs are being bought at less than the price 
laid down in the Drug Tariff. Accordingly, the rates 
for 41 drugs were adjusted, and the estimated saving is 
£86,000 per annum. The question of differential Drug 
Tariff rates is to be discussed by the Ministry and the 
representatives of contractors. At the time of writing 
it is understood these discussions have begun, and the 
results will be put to a meeting of pharmaceutical 
committee representatives some time in March. 


Drugs for Private Patients 

Tne Government is showing no change in its attitude 
towards supplying pharmaceutical benefits to private 
patients. In the House of Lords reference was made to 
a 1949 manifesto by the Conservative Party, which 
promised this benefit. Viscount Hailsham said that it 
should be well understood that when an election was 
lost, the Party was not bound by the promises in a 


manifesto. 
Hospital Building and Costs 

Although the Minister has increased Health Service 
charges, and suffered due criticism, he has been praised 
for his attitude to hospital building. Hospital boards 
are now being invited to submit their proposals for ten 
years ahead, and the programme for the first five years 
will be as firm as economical circumstances will permit. 
In 1962-63 it is expected that £36 million will be spent 
on new hospitals, an increase of £5 million over the 
present year, and by 1966 this figure should rise to 
around £50 million. Ten years ago the annual expendi- 
ture under this heading was only around £10 million. 

The cost of running the hospitals continues to rise. 
The latest figures for Scotland show that the average 
for maintaining a patient in a hospital bed was almost 
£14/14/- during the year ended March 31, 1960, or an 
increase of £1/5/5 over the previous year, and £3/5/3 
above the 1958 year. The cost in the teaching hospitals 
was £25/5/9, compared with £21/12/6 in the previous 
year. The Scottish Service caters for just over 53,000 
in-patients per year, and out-patient attendances of just 
under 6 million visits. Costs in Scotland are still 
appreciably below those in England and Wales. 


Medicines and Non-Pharmaceutical Channels 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society has agreed 
on two changes in the conditions affecting advertise- 
ments in its official publication, “The Pharmaceutical 


Journal.” In future, advertisements will not be accepted 
for medicinal products where it is the policy of the 
advertiser to offer such products for sale to the public 
through channels other than pharmacies. An exception 
to this rule might be made where an advertisement 
consists solely of the change of price, distributor or 
address. 

The Council has advised pharmacists not to exhibit 
any display material inviting members of the public to 
take part in any prize, competition, or similar scheme 
in connection with the sale of medicines, and accordingly 
the Council are not able to accept any advertisement 
where monetary or similar gifts are offered to pharma- 
cists as an inducement for furthering the demand for a 
medicinal product. 

Commonwealth Technical Training Scheme 

The Council of the Society has agreed, in co-operation 
with the multiple companies, to participate as fully as 
possible in careers exhibitions being organised in con- 
junction with Commonwealth Technical Training Week 
at the end of May. The sponsors of the week have 
suggested to local authorities, youth employment officers, 
rotary clubs and other bodies that the exhibitions should 
be arranged on a local basis. The branches of the 
Society will be given primary responsibility, and will 
be given assistance with exhibition material and career 
literature, and advice on staging and managing. 

B.M.A. Wants Television Drug Advertisements Barred 

The British Medical Association, in a memorandum 
to be submitted to a Government Committee now 
considering broadcasting, advocates that the advertising 
of drugs and medicines on television should be pro- 
hibited. As “this ideal is not likely to be achieved 
soon,” the Association recommend the creation of a 
committee containing a majority of doctors, to view all 
advertisements for medical preparations. This Com- 
mittee would examine all advertisements carefully, and 
satisfy itself on the validity of the claims, whether made 
directly or by implication. The B.M.A. suggest that 
the purpose of many drug advertisements appeared to 
create a fear of illness, which induced more people to 
buy the product. An old advertising method which was 
more persuasive than ever on television, was endorse- 
ment of a product or treatment by a well-known person- 
ality, whose recommendation, although medically value- 
less, gave the commodity an entirely unjustifiable boost. 
This practice needed re-examination, the Association 
believed. For medical broadcasting generally, the Com- 
mittee consider that the standard is high, and emphasise 
the importance of a regional programme as a means of 
helping local health authorities to give the maximum 
publicity to medical matters during localised epidemics. 
Support is given to experimenting with a regular 
magazine programme about medicine, but this should 
not be under commercial control. 

It is understood that in future broadcasts doctors 
may be referred to by their own names, but, of course 
advertising such as giving the address of the doctor will 
be banned. 

The Value of Stock Solutions 


The Scientific Department of the Pharmaceutical 
Society has been examining the accuracy with which 
stock solutions can be prepared, and Dr. K. R. Capper, 
Director of the Department, and his colleagues have 
published two papers in “The Pharmaceutical Journal.” 
The chief substances used were ammonium bicarbonate, 
potassium bromide and potassium citrate. The usual 
tolerance for such chemicals as ingredients in medicine 
is + 5 per cent. From Dr. Capper’s results it appears 
that solutions made in winchester quantities, provided 
the winchester is carefully calibrated and the volume 
carefully adjusted, should not show an error above 2 per 
cent. Accurate calibration is essential. It is concluded 
that if the use of stock solutions is to be regarded as 
good pharmaceutical practice, reasonable tolerance for 
the amount of solid so dispensed would be + 7.5 per 
cent. As routine use, an additional variation of + 5.5 
per cent. must be added for measuring the volume of 
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stock solution required for making individual mixtures. 
Part of the work, that on potassium citrate solutions, 
was carried out at the Leicester Royal Infirmary by 
Mr. E. J. Fitchett, who used 1-gallon size stainless steel 
measures, and had 13 individuals carrying out the 
measuring and making the solutions. Dr. Capper had 
the assistance of 10 pharmacists in this part of the work. 


A Barrier Lotion 
A new formula for a barrier lotion has been published 
recently in a letter to “The British Medical Journal” 
by Dr. M. A. Cooke, Medical Adviser to Albright & 
Wilson, and Mr. A. P. Launchbury, M.P.S., of the Skin 
Hospital, Birmingham. The formula is: 


Dimethicone 20 B.P.C. . - 
Methylcellulose 20 B.P.C... .. .. .. 4% 
Water ..... .. .. to 100% 


The dimethicone is incorporated in methylcellulose 
solution by mechanical stirring and subsequent homo- 
genisation. A suitable preservative is a mixture of 
methyl hydroxybenzoate 0.12 per cent. and propy! hydro- 
xybenzoate 0.3 per cent.; 2-phenyl ethanol 0.5 per cent. 
is also stated to be satisfactory. Preliminary clinical 
trials have shown that the residual film is non-slippery 
and that transfer of silicone to handled material such 
as paper is mini 

Barrier lotions and creams generally have been sub- 
jected to considerable criticism, including a case in the 
High Court where some doubt was cast on their value. 
Dr. F. Ray Bettley, of the Middlesex Hospital, London, 
discussed these creams in a recent lecture. He said 
that laboratory work had shown that soft paraffin or 
anhydrous lanolin was as good as any of the 27 barrier 
creams tested by measuring the time taken for trans- 
mission of acid or alkali through a layer of cream 
0.13 mm. thick. The efficiency decreases with the rise 
of temperature and humidity. A barrier cream could 
result in follicular blockage, sweat-duct occlusion and 
irritation of the skin surface. Some silicone creams 
had been shown to resist removal with soap and water. 
In factory work results were difficult to interpret, as 
the introduction of a cream was generally accompanied 
by medical supervision and improved washing facilities. 
The four formulae suggested by the B.P.C. Revision 
Committee remained insufficiently tested and assessed. 
One contained 12 per cent. hard soap which is a primary 
skin irritant and should not be retained on the skin 
throughout the working day. Triethanolamine was also 
suspected of skin irritation, and its inclusion in a cream 
was of doubtful wisdom. Dr. Bettley concluded by 
saying, “I believe it should be our task to make clear 
that the protection afforded by barrier creams is ques- 
tionable, and that it has not yet been scientifically 
substantiated; we should demand that the experts em- 
ployed by the manufacturers publish the evidence on 
which their views are based in such a form and in such 
detail that it can be critically assessed; and we should 
insist that the formulae of these products be made 


known.”

SOUTH AFRICA 
The Registrar's Report 


The S.A. Pharmacy Board has just held its first meet- 
ing of 1961. In the Registrar’s Report we see that there 
are now 3033 chemists on the S.A. Register and 1974 
pharmacies. Of the latter almost 25 per cent. are 
operated as bodies corporate. 

There are almost 400 apprentices and 500 pharmacy 
students. 117 new chemists were registered in the pre- 
ceding year. 

Perhaps the most trenchant fact in the report is that 
whilst there are nearly 2000 pharmacies in the Union, 
there are nearly 6000 Poison Licences—an anomaly 
made all the more appalling by the increasing number 
of deaths by poison. 
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During the past year attempts have been made to 
tighten up this situation. It has become apparent that 
the issue of poisons licences has become a pure for- 
mality at many magistrates’ offices, and that one can 
purchase one almost as easily as a box of matches. 

Most of the poisons sold are eeige e remedies, and 
veterinary surgeons are against the broadcasting of 
poisons without control. It is clear that many — 
are aware that they can buy substances for which they 
would normally require a script in this way and at a 
much cheaper price. 

It has been suggested that inspectors be appointed 
to check up on these avenues of sale, but it is clear that 
3000 chemists could hardly bear the financial burden of 
a dozen inspectors. 


Amending Medical, Dental and Pharmacy Billi 

The most important item before pharmacy at the 
moment is the Bill to amend the Medical, Dental and 
Pharmacy Act. Pharmacists look forward to seeing 
some radical amendments, but I hae me doots. 

The most desired amendment is to the requirements 
of the prescription only schedule. It seems impossible 
to get the -medical fraternity to fill out a prescription 
properly, and the world of pharmacy was shocked re- 
cently to learn of pharmacists being prosecuted on hun- 
dreds of counts for dispensing scripts not properly made 
out. The doctor commits the offence, and the chemists 
are prosecuted! True the chemist could refuse to dis- 
pense the scripts, but since nearly every script is in- 
correctly made out it would impose great hardship on 
the patients. 

One of the other looked-for amendments is that re- 
quiring a chemist to hold at least 51 per cent. of the 
shares in a body corporate operating a pharmacy. At 
present anyone can open a pharmacy provided he in- 
corporates it and employs a registered chemist as the 
managing director. The latter need hold only one share 
and he need not own that! 

Recently a half-dozen doctors and a chemist joined 
together and opened a pharmacy. They are manufac- 
turing “ethicals”—nothing very new, just the old com- 
binations under new names. Needless to say, the doc- 
tors prescribe these in their practices and reap profits 
both ways. Ethical? 

It is also hoped that there will be some amendment 
to the section dealing with trading titles. At present 
overseas firms with names which are internationally 
known cannot use these names in the Union. The law 
demands that the names used shall be those of registered 
chemists who are directors of the firm. This was origi- 
nally aimed at preventing unqualified ple from in- 
corporating themselves and then holding themselves 
out as chemists. Some time ago the Government was 
pressing for this section to be amended, since it was 
preventing overseas capital flowing into the country. 


Reciprocity 

Reciprocity of qualifications is another problem which 
has come in for some attention of late. At the moment 
it is only possible to register in this country pharrna- 
cists from countries which recognise the S.A. Diploma 
in Pharmacy. Many people would like to see pharma- 
cists able to move freely in the Commonwealth and be 
able to practise their profession. It seems a problem 
which could best be dealt with by the International 
Pharmaceutical Federation. 


Public Relations 

Organised Pharmacy in South Africa has lately been 
going into the problem of public relations—with the 
objective of making the public aware of the aims and 
objects of pharmacy. Exhibitions have been held in 
conjunction with agricultural fairs, but the idea now 
is to establish some sort of central office to deal with 
this subject. 

The aims are to establish the sole right of chemists to 
sell all medicines and poisons, a truly laudable object.

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To achieve this it will be necessary to swing both public 
and parliamentary opinion to this view. South Africa 
is, however, a land of vast spaces and many of the 
country villages have no pharmacy. Young pharma- 
cists will not settle away from the larger towns and 
cities, and the net result is that these villages have 
a general store which provides medicines, poisons, agri- 
cultural needs, etc. 

_ It seems a vicious circle, since the chemists say it 
is no use trying to establish themselves in the face of this 
type of opposition. 


Shortage of Chemists 


One way of curing the illness is to increase the num- 
ber of pharmacists to such an extent that they must go 
into the country areas in order to be able to survive. 
However. the number of chemists on the register in- 
creases but slowly, and a great many of these are now 
being absorbed by industry, in production or in sales. 

It may be that when South Africa gets an appreciable 
number of non-white pharmacists the picture may alter. 
At the present time courses are being established in at 
least three different centres for coloureds, and for 
natives and Indians. They begin to offer the first year 
courses in 1961, so that it will be at least 1966 before 
they get on the Register. 

There is, however, one small stumbling block—that 
of apprenticeship. Unless pharmacists with white skins 
can be induced to apprentice them, then there will be 
an impasse. However, I believe, acute as feeling about 
colour can be, there are enough pharmacists willing to 
believe that each section of the community must have 
pharmacists of its own race and colour. If only a few 
can be apprenticed and proceed to their final examina- 
tions, then they will form the nucleus for the future. 

There will be the additional problem of getting suffi- 
cient teachers of pharmacy for these new schools. The 
existing ones find it difficult enough to cope with the 


staff problem. 
Hospital Pharmacy 

Non-white pharmacists coming on to the Register 
should enable the pharmacy departments of the hospi- 
tals to be more fully staffed. At present pharmacists 
who have served their apprenticeships in hospitals rarely 
seem to go back to the hospital service. Youngsters 
who have just qualified have said to me, “What is the 
use of all this academic training if I can’t use it? And 
I certainly cannot in a hospital dispensary.” 

It would seem that the hospital service buys all its 
requirements or makes them in the central laboratory 
which has just been established. A pharmacist tends 
under these circumstances to develop into an issuer of 
pre-packed drugs. 

Recently some incentive to entering the hospital ser- 
vice has been given by the abolition of the lower grade 
of pharmacist. This means that personnel enters at a 
salary rate more commensurate with that offered in 
business. 

The Hospital Pharmacists’ Association has been agitat- 
ing to have an ethical rule framed which will prevent 
pharmacists from accepting posts which have not been 
advertised and where the salary offered is not adequate. 
It would seem therefore that some posts are filled by 
negotiation and not by recruitment from existing per- 
sonnel of lower grades. 

It would seem to me that the best method is to fol- 
low the medicos who usually advertise that members 
are requested not to apply for such a post without con- 
tacting the Association first. 


Monopolies and Medicine Costs 

The two Commissions at present sitting and weigh- 
ing pharmacy in the balance have not yet issued any 
reports. The one Commission considers monopolistic 
practices and the other the cost of medicines. 

The cost of medicines is such that some of our larger 
distributive organisations are feeling the draft and 
trying to talk the manufacturers into affording larger 
discounts—in which task they are not likely to succeed. 


Since these organisations have been formed by the 
amalgamation of many pharmaceutical concerns, it 
seems to me that the smaller concerns were more effi- 
cient and the managers were able to control them better 
and to make adequate profits. 

Of course, another answer could be that the con- 
stituent firms were bought out at high prices and the 
new companies have artificially inflated capital and thus 
cannot yield an adequate return on that figure. 

Business seems to be normal, but more and more 
pharmacies are for sale or are being taken over by the 
wholesalers. It may be that many pharmacists need 
lessons in business methods, or perhaps the competition 
from the big stores is too acute. An insight into this 
may be obtained from the increasing amount of price- 
cutting. This is being done by general dealers and 
by the big stores, and to a lesser extent by some phar- 
macists. In many cases if the pharmacist does not cut 
prices direct to all the public, he does it to sections of 
them, gathered together as Buy-Aids or Consumer- 
Aids. These aids are afforded a discount, termed a col- 
lection fee, varying from 5 to 15 per cent. in pharmacy. 
They are spreading widely and invading towns which 
have never had them before. Pharmacists instead of 
standing firmly together and refusing to have anything 
to do with them are sabotaging organised pharmacy— 
and if they did but realise it, themselves in the long 


run! 
Decimal Coinage 

As I write, South Africa is being decimalised—at any 
rate as far as the coinage is concerned. This is to be 
a gradual process and over a number of years. The 
Rand, equivalent to 10/-, will be the unit of currency, 
subdivided into 100 cents. At the moment it seems 
to be a bit of a flop, as very few of the new coins are 
available. During a 600-mile journey by car, I was not 
able to get anything except a few cents and a couple 
of 2-rand notes, but at the same time all my purchases 
were made in the new currency. Remember Hans 
Andersen’s story about the King and his new clothes? 

It seems a pity that the whole system of weights and 
measures cannot be decimalised at the same time, al- 
though it would take all the fun out of showing an 
apprentice that a 1 per cent. solution is not 1 in 100 
but 1 in 110! 

Discriminating Franchise Annoys Chemists 

A concerted attack is being prepared against the 
franchise system by retail chemists; they are fed up 
with being denied the right to sell certain lines of 
medicines or cosmetics. What seems odd is that the 
manufacturers will give their lines to only one phar- 
macist in an area, but to every big store—but this after 
they have got the pharmacists to initially introduce 
the line. With cosmetics it hardly matters, but when 
the item is likely to be prescribed it can be serious. 


Annual Meeting 

The 16th Annual General Meeting of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society is fast approaching. The agenda is 
not yet published, but the Students’ Federation has had 
its A.G.M. and published its reports. Their resolutions 
are concerned mainly with studies, but one deplores 
the wholesale distribution of samples, a matter which 
has been debated publicly by housewives’ organisations 
and other bodies. 

Also creating some stir amongst these organisations 
is the absence of any formulae on the ey of pro- 
prietary remedies. Several cases have been given wide 
publicity where children have consumed entire packets 
of a proprietary, and the hospital has not known what 
is in the remedy. The time has surely come when the 
formula must be printed on every bottle, not only for 
use in such emergencies, but as evidence of the manu- 
facturers’ good faith? I say this because I know of 
remedies sold at as much as £6 per eight-ounce bottle, 
which on analysis were shown to contain nothing else 
but Pot. Iod., Pot. Brom. and a little Inf. Buchu. 

Certainly the manufacturers of these proprietaries do 
not need a nerve tonic!

BEECHAM CHIEF ON VISIT TO AUSTRALIA 
Important New Plans Announced 


Mr. E. P. Godden, managing director of Beecham 
Overseas Ltd., arrived in Australia from New Zealand 
on February 27 for a stay of one week during his cur- 
rent world tour of Beecham Group establishments. He 
will leave Melbourne on March 3 for Perth, where he 
will spend two days before continuing to South Africa. 


Shortly after his arrival 
in Melbourne Mr. Godden 
announced that  negotia- 
tions for the Australian 
manufacture of two new 
antibiotics developed by 
Beecham Research Labora- 
tories are now being con- 
ducted with Commonwealth 
Serum Laboratories. 


Known here as Pensig 
and BRL 1241, the develop- 
ment of these new anti- 
biotics was described in the 
“British Medical Journal” 
as “an outstanding achieve- 
ment.” Mr. Godden said 
that negotiations with C.S.L. 
had been progressing for 
several months, and that 
both new products would be 
manufactured here in the 
near future. 

They will be marketed by Sigma Company Ltd., which 
began initial Commonwealth-wide distribution of both 
antibiotics from imported supplies, in February, 1961. 


Both new penicillins are developments following the 
achievement by Beecham research scientists in 1959, 
when they successfully isolated crystals of six amino- 
penicillanic acids and opened the way to manufacture 
limitless strains of man-made penicillins. Pensig, which 
was first manufactured in England late in 1959, is an 
oral penicillin which is claimed to yield higher blood 
levels than any similar antibiotic. 


“BRL 1241,” Mr. Godden said, “was hailed by inde- 
pendent authorities as the first penicillin to be effective 
against penicillin resistant staphylococci.” 


Mr. A. K. Hobbs, general manager of Sigma Co. Ltd., 
is reported as saying: “Our company has already made 
available supplies of both Pensig and BRL 1241 to all 
interstate distributors. Every doctor, surgeon and hos- 
pital throughout the Commonwealth has been notified

EVANS MEDICAL OPEN NEW VIRUS DIVISION 


A new Virus Vaccine Division is now in operation at 
the headquarters of Evans Medical Ltd. at Speke, Liver- 
pool. Smallpox vaccine has been produced for many 
years at the Evans Biological Institute, Runcorn, but the 
new division has been set up to deal with the increasing 
numbers of virus from which vaccines can be prepared. 


Virus Division. The removal of influenza virus from 
fertile eggs. 

The division consists of a Research and Development 
Unit and Tissue Culture and Egg Culture production 
buildings. These buildings form three sides of a quad- 
rangle. The fourth side is taken up by the block hous- 
ing the complex engineering services. Nearly three- 
quarters of the space in the buildings is air conditioned 
to prevent the escape of infected air, and the air in each 
building is filtered separately. The layout of the quad- 
rangle provides a physical barrier against cross-contami- 
nation, and each building is self-contained; staff may 
not move from one to another without changing their 
clothes. To start with, products of established value, 
both medical and veterinary (e.g., influenza vaccine and 
canine distemper vaccine), are being made. The Re- 
search Unit in the Virus Division will be able to under- 
take the development of new vaccines as opportunity 
and need arise.

Many new points were brought forward and debated 
at length.

If the dinner the night before was a success, 
then this was doubly so. The food these Tasmaniacs 
provided for us was absolutely tremendous. The only 
thing was, that if you weren’t fast enough then you 
simply missed out. 

Thursday dawned with everyone boarding buses and 
looking forward to seeing the much talked about Port 
Arthur. In many ways perhaps this was the most 
interesting trip of all. The countryside through which 
we passed seemed to change so rapidly, from rolling 
hills to thickly wooded great steep mountains. This 
part of Tasmania is extremely old, for it was here that 
many of the early settlers made their homes. Evidence 
of this can still be seen in a number of places — 
the way. Congressites had lunch at a place call 
Lufra, which appears to consist of only a hotel, but a 
rather luxurious hotel at that.

We arrived at Port Arthur in the early afternoon, 
and immediately picked up our guide, who seemed to 
be one of the left-overs from the convict days. He was 
very old and possessed only two teeth. He certain] 
knew his history, and soon had us all engrossed wi 
gruesome tales about the convicts and their exploits. 
All the buildings had been preserved as much as pos- 
sible, and it is quite easy to imagine the way things 
would have been in those days. Of course everyone 
went mad with their cameras, and many of the Con- 
gressites posed as prisoners, especially in the model 
prison. Another interesting historical building was the 
church built by the prisoners themselves. However, this 
church was never to be consecrated owing to two 
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prisoners being killed during its construction. On leaving 
Port Arthur we visited the Devil’s Kitchen and the 
Blow Hole. Parts of the coastline in this area are 
renowned for their rugged beauty, and it was rather a 
shame that drizzling rain had set in by the time we 
reached them. The day ended with a barbecue held on 
the return journey, a truly proper ending to such a 
thrilling day. 

A trip to the top of Mount Wellington was on the 
schedule for Friday morning. This was perhaps what 
most of us had been waiting for, because of its direct 
association with Hobart. The day was bright and clear, 
and provided us with an excellent view of Hobart town 
and its surrounds for many miles. Although it was 
warm in the city, on the top of the Mount it was 
absolutely freezing. The afternoon was free, which 
gave us what little time was left to take a final look 
at the city which had shown us so much hospitality 
over the past two weeks. 

The Farewell Dinner, held at the Highfield Hotel, 
was an absolute burster of a show. Everyone let all 
their stops out and really had a roaster of a time. 
T.P.S.A. arranged a floor show for us, the most popular 
part being the rock 'n’ roll band who probably have 
never had a wilder reception. However, it was with a 
little sadness that many of us realised that this night 
officially closed Congress 1961. Although some of us 
did not leave immediately, nevertheless it was not the 
same when friends had left for home, not to be seen 
again for another year. 

All who went will join me, I’m sure, in congratulating 
the Tasmanian Pharmaceutical Students’ Association on 
a job well done. For such a small body of students to 
overcome all the difficulties in arranging a Congress 
was truly a great credit to them. 

To all those who went, well, see you in Sydney!

SOCIETY OF HOSPITAL PHARMACEUTICAL 
CHEMISTS OF AUSTRALIA 


The first meeting of the Victorian State Branch Com- 
mittee was held in the Board Room of the Royal 
Melbourne Hospital on February 21. 


Present.—Mr. Barry Dean (Chairman), Miss M. 
Dodgshun, Mrs. G. Pearson, Messrs. F. J. Boyd, Ron. 
Bray, Vic. Frank, W. Hayes and W. Mercer. 


Miss Donaghue, who has taken Miss Burland’s position 
as Minutes Secretary, was introduced to the members. 


Minutes.—The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and confirmed. Mr. Hayes indicated that he 
thought the minutes should be more descriptive of the 
proceedings at meetings. Members felt that the minutes 
as circulated covered all the essential requirements, and 
that if further information was required at any time it 
could be obtained from the report of discussions in the 
minutes book. 


Correspondence.—A letter was received from the 
Chairman (Mr. Lance Jeffs) of the South Australian 
State Branch Committee concerning a direction to the 
Pharmacy Department of a leading Adelaide hospital 
that the pharmacists in that hospital label all prescrip- 
tions (including Specified and Dangerous Drugs and 
poisons) with the name of the drug and strength, a 
recognised formula or generic name for both in-patients 
and out-patients. 


The hospital concerned is the first to issue a blanket 
order requiring every prescription to be labelled with 
the name of the drug. With a view of taking some 
further action in this matter, the South Australian 
Pharmaceutical Society is anxious to obtain details of 
the labelling of prescriptions in other hospitals. 


Several Chief Pharmacists in Victorian hospitals gave 
details of the procedure followed in their hospitals. 
All were opposed to the practice recommended for 
out-patients. This was considered not to be in the 
interests of the patient and not in accord with the 
general practice adopted in pharmacy and medicine. It 


was agreed that where a medical practitioner specifically 
indicated such labelling on a prescription no valid 
objection could be raised, but as a principle it was 
against the interests of all concerned. A resolution was 
carried + om the use of generic names, etc., for out- 
patients of hospitals. 


Membership List to be Revised.—A complaint was 
received from a member concerning past members 
who were not now practising hospital pharmacy and 
who had retired. It was resolved that a revised list be 
prepared and the co-operation of all Chief Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemists sought in this matter. 


New Members Elected.—Miss H. Williams, B.Pharm., 
Mildura Base Hospital; Miss Judith Zmood (apprentice 
member), Peter MacCallum Clinic, Melbourne; Major 
Lloyd, A.H.Q., Albert Park; Douglas William Howarth, 
Royal Melbourne Hospital. 


Conferences for 1961.—It was suggested that arrange- 
ments be made for two conferences for 1961, one to be 
a Conference of Chief Pharmacists and the second for 
all hospital chemists. Arrangements for these to be 
left in the hands of the planning committee, which are 
to meet and report details to the next Council with 
particulars of the programme of activities for the year. 


Policy of the Society.—In a letter to the Committee, 
Mr. Frank asked for the inclusion of the following items 
of policy to be incorporated in the General Policy 
adopted in 1960:— 


(a) Matters relating to sterilisation in hospitals. 


(b) Standards of dispensed prescriptions and pre- 
sentation. 


(c) Courtesy and friendly relationship with all staff 
and out-patients, etc., of the hospital. 


(c) Code of ethics re trade representatives. 


It was decided that the Policy Committee should 
consider these matters and submit a recommendation 
to the next meeting. 


Radio-active Pharmaceuticals.—Attention was drawn 
to the course of lectures and demonstrations in radio- 
isotopes used in medicine. He asked that arrange- 
ments for the 1961 course should include the names of 
Miss M. Lamb and Miss M. Dott, who unfortunately 
could not complete the 1960 course because of bereave- 
ments. He also asked that Mr. Lloyd Davis, of the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital (Adelaide, S.A.), be included 
if 


> genes of the issue of a suitable certificate as 
oan y submitted by this Society to those who com- 
pleted the course in 1960 was also raised. It was de- 
cided to take this matter up with the Pharmaceutical 
Society, and that Mr. Macgibbon be asked to support 
and develop this matter. 


Representation on the Pharmacy Board and Pharma- 
ceutical Society—Mr. Hayes said he felt that there 
should be greater hospital pharmacy representation on 
both these official bodies of pharmacy. He was of the 
opinion that the point of view and practice of pharmac 
in hospitals with its many problems, some of whic 
make serious inroads into the profession of pharmacy. 
Members with practical experience in these matters are 
better equipped to deal with such specialised matters 
and could be of great assistance to the profession as a 
whole. The matter was referred to the Executive 
Committee with power to co-opt. 


. A.P.F. and P.B.A. Formulary in Metric System.— 
The Secretary of the South Australian Committee drew 
attention to the need of having new publications of 
the A.P.F. and Pharmaceutical Benefits Formulary 
printed in the metric system. Many hospitals through- 
out the Commonwealth have already adopted the metric 
system and many more are about to do so. It is desir- 
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able that steps be taken immediately to have this 
system adopted by these Australian Pharmaceutical 
Formularies. The Committee supported the matter, and 
has referred the request to the Federal Council for 
appropriate action. 


National Health Act.—Section 94 (5) of the Act was 
again raised by the Hon. Secretary following communi- 
cations from Mr. N. Manning, President of the Pharmacy 
Board, and Mr. Eric Scott, Federal President of the 
Pharmaceutical Service Guild. It was felt that this 
matter should be referred to the Federal body for 
further evidence in support of action already taken by 
the negotiating body. 


The meeting closed at 10.30 p.m.

PHARMACY BOARD Meeting

Present.—Mr. N. C. Manning (President) in the Chair,

(Registrar), T. G. Allen (Minutes Secretary) and R. H. 
Borowski (Deputy Registrar). 


Selection of Students.—The President conveyed to Mr. 
H. A. Braithwaite the thanks of the Board for under- 
taking to represent the Board on the Selection Com- 
mittee. At a later stage of the meeting Mr. Braithwaite 
presented a brief preliminary report on selection. 


Special Examination.—Mr. Braithwaite reported that 
he had conducted an oral examination as requested by 
the Board, for a person who was qualified overseas and 
had been registered in another State. The applicant 
satisfied the requirements of the examination.—Resolved 
that registration be confirmed. 


Pensioner Medical Service Dangerous Drugs and 
Specified Drugs Prescriptions.—Consideration was given 
to the position arising from the fact that Regulations 
under the National Health Act did not require the name 
and address of patients to appear on pensioner medical 
service prescriptions. The Registrar reported on inqui- 
ries he had made concerning the matter. 


The Board resolved that it should insist upon com- 
pliance with the requirements of the Dangerous Drugs 
Regulations, which required that Dangerous Drugs and 
Specified Drugs prescriptions must bear the address as 
well as the name of the patient. 


Election of President.—Mr. Manning announced that 
with the confirmation of the minutes of the previous 
meeting and disposai of business arising from them, his 
term of office as President expired by effluxion of time. 


Mr. Iliffe said Mr. Manning had done an outstanding 
job over the last two years, and he had pleasure in 
nominating him for the office of President for the 
ensuing year.

After hearing the evidence it was decided 
that a fine of £25 be imposed; that the defendant be 
required to pay the costs of the inquiry; and that he be 
officially reprimanded under the provisions of Section 96 
(3) (i) of the Medical Act, Part III. (A more extended 
report of this inquiry is published elsewhere in this 
issue of the Journal.)

As the provisions of 
the Workers’ Compensation Act provided only for 
employees receiving not more than £2000 per annum, 
he asked what advice P.D.L. extended to its members 
in relation to workers’ compensation insurance. The 
reply from the Solicitor was that the position of an 
employer employing staff some of whom were earning 
in excess of £2000 per annum would seem to be that if 
the workers came within the provisions of the Workers’ 
Compensation Act, then the employer would be covered 
by his insurance. If the employees were outside the 
scope of the Workers’ Compensation Act, then the 
employer would not be liable for the ordinary Workers’ 
Compensation. The Chairman said the member had 
raised a very interesting point, and he thought a 
ruling should be obtained from Melbourne Fire Office 
Ltd. as to whether they would accept Workers’ Com- 
pensation insurance in respect of employees who were 
earning in excess of £2000 per annum, and the M.F.O. 
ruling should be published for the information of 
members. If there was no legal liability on the em- 
ployer, there would be no point in his paying premiums 
for Workers’ Compensation insurance. 


Legal Defence—A country member reported that 
following the ———- of a test prescription by an 
officer of the Health Department he had been invited 
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to attend a meeting of the Committee of Inquiry. The 
policy of P.D.L. in regard to this matter was set out 
in the Secretary’s reply, and the member was furnished 
with a panel of names of five analysts from whom a 
test analysis could be obtained if desired. 


Claims.—Details of a claim made against a chemist 
of many years’ standing were conveyed in a letter from 
the W.A. Branch Secretary. After negotiation, Mel- 
bourne Fire Office had agreed to forward a cheque in 
settlement of the claim. The member was very grateful 
for the assistance and advice he had received. 


Duties of Relievers—Mr. Barnes said he had con- 
ferred during the month with Mr. McLeod, and he 
could state that the Guild had accepted the whole idea 
in principle. He reported this by telephone to the 
P.D.L. office on January 10 (when the Secretary was 
on leave), suggesting that liaison be established with 
the Guild Secretary when Mr. Allen returned.

(2) With regard to proposed Federal Award for 
Chemists’ Assistants. Advising that this matter has 


been discussed by the Federal Executive and the Federal 
Council. 


Mr. Nichol reported that the question of the Federal 
Chemists’ Award was also debated at the special Council 
meeting in January. From that meeting it was agreed 
that Mr. Smith should return to Brisbane to resume 
discussions with the Committee concerning the Federal

Award. Mr. Smith telephoned and suggested 
that he return at the end of January, but 
Mr. Nichol said he pointed out that the 
Committee had already met twice that month 
and he did not think it fair to call them 
together again. Mr. Nichol stated that at the 
Federal Council meeting Mr. Scott intimated 
that he wished to accompany Mr. Smith on 
his next visit. The visit was left pending a 
suitable date——After discussion it was agreed 
that the meeting be held on February 15. The 
President promised to contact the Federal 
President to see if this date would be suitable 
to Mr. Smith and himself. 


From a member stating he is concerned 
about one aspect of the Pharmaceutical 
Benefit Regulations, namely the fact that 
chemists are paid only 5/- for dispensing 50 
capsules (extemporaneously) when in fact 
30/- would be a reasonable amount. Pointing 
out that to dispense these capsules for a 
professional fee of 5/- he considers to be 
quite unreasonable.—The Secret reported 
that this query was passed on to the Federal 
Secretary. The Federal Delegate advised 
that the matter had been discussed by the 
Guild on a Federal basis. The Federal Sec- 
retary had been asked to advise when further 
information was available on this point. 


From Mr. J. P. Coneybeer advising the wages to be 
paid staff working on behalf of an After-Hours Service. 
With regard to Factories and Shops Bill, advising that 
this has not yet received Royal Assent. Stating from 
a brief view he has had of the pogere Bill, he could 
not find anything which would alter the position of 
pharmacists in business. 


From Miss Alathea Siddons, Beauty Executive of 
Yardley, advising she will be visiting Brisbane in March 
and has a week free from commitments from March 13 
when she could provide lectures for chemists’ staff. 
She would be back in Brisbane later and available for 
further lectures from April 17. The President said 
inquiries had been made of Mr. Ling, of Cairns, Mr. 
Duffield, Townsville, Mr. Baker on behalf of Darling 
Downs Zone, and Mr. Ellway on behalf of Gold Coast 
Zone, as to whether they would be interested in a visit 
from Miss Siddons. Mr. Nichol said he was sure another 
talk by Miss Siddons to the staff of Brisbane chemists 
would be welcome. 


Federal Delegate’s Report.—Mr. Martin reported that 
Mr. Nichol and he attended the special meeting of the 
Federal Council held in Melbourne on January 9 and 10. 
He said the debate respecting Repatriation dispensing 
went along similar lines to what this Committee had 
debated in December. 


Mr. Martin reported at length on matters discussed 
by the Federal Council. 


Pricing Report.—Mr. Chater said the main item for 
discussion was the tablet list. 


Since last meeting advice had been received from 
Federal Office that it was not proposed to produce the 
tablet list on a Federal basis because of the variance 
of the containers between the States at present, and 
in the circumstances it was recommended that Queens- 
land should proceed with its own publication. 

Mr. Chater said he had gone through the existing list 
and the last issue from other States, and had drawn up 
the list of tablets which he felt should form the basis 
of a new publication. 

At his request the Secretary had circulated this list 
so that each member of the Committee could peruse

Mr. Chater said in working out the prices he had 
followed the P.P. List and had brought prices up to 
the next 3d. He suggested that original packs be under- 
lined. He asked whether it was the intention of the 
Committee to go to the expense of having the list 
printed. He thought such a suggestion was rather 
dangerous because there could be more of the tablets 
put on the N.H.S. list.—It was agreed that the list be 
roneoed in the office, and any advice to members be left 
in the hands of the President. 


Guild Publicity—Mr. Delahunty reported that most 
of the Committee members were present at the con- 
ference with the Executive of George Patterson-Noble 
Bartlett held in mid-January. He had prepared a 
circular letter reiterating what had already been done, 
and outlining for members what is proposed in 1961 
respecting the advertising scheme. 


Mr. Delahunty reported that the research officer of 
George Patterson-Noble Bartlett had been inquiring 
concerning the lines to be featured in future advertising. 
He thought that possibly in future a small group of 
lines would be advertised. A different group of chemists 
would be called on after each promotion. He personally 
felt that this was a very good approach. If it worked 
well in the Brisbane area it was possible that this 
research officer would go to other centres. 


Pharmacy Board.—Mr. Nichol reported that 102 can- 
didates had presented themselves for the November 
final examination. Of this number 61 had been suc- 
cessful; 21 posts were granted and there were 20 failures. 

The Reports were received and adopted.

SYDNEY AUSTRALIA 


The Pharmacy Board of South Australia met at 27 
Grenfell Street, Adelaide, on January 16, at 7.45 p.m. 

Present.—Mr. D. — Hill (President) in the Chair, 
Messrs. G. L. Burns, A. ip A E. F. Lipsham, R. C. 
McCarthy, B. F. Mildten. B. Reynolds and the 
Registrar. 

Correspondence.—To the Women Pharmaceutical 
Chemists’ Association of South Australia, forwarding 
name of female examinee receiving highest marks in 
final year examination. Acknowledgment received and 
office staff thanked for co-operation received at all 
times. 

From Mr. M. Bloomfield, of New South Wales, re- 
oe apprenticeship in South Australia, and acknow- 
edging suggestion that he undertake the course in his 
own State. 

Proposed amendment to Postal Regulations relating to 
the mailing of Dangerous Drugs, Specified Drugs and 
Poisons. Letters to the Pharmaceutical Association of 
Australia, forwarding official South Australian view. 

A bulletin was received from the President of the 
Pharmaceutical Association of Australia for circulation 
to affiliated organisations. The Registrar read two rele- 
vant sections from the bulletin, dealing with (a) the 
complimentary dinner to Mr. K. S. Porter, tendered by 
his South Australian colleagues and making a compli- 
mentary reference to Mr. Porter’s activities in the Asso- 
ciation field; and (b) the Association’s official reply to the 
Director-General, Postmaster-General’s Department, re- 
tng an approach made by the manufacturers in 

ew South Wales for the alteration of the Postal Regu- 
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lations. The official reply from the Associated stated 
that there appeared no sufficient reason why the pre- 
sent regulation relating to the mailing of restricted 
drugs by registered mail should be altered. 

Galenical Exercises: amme for 1961.—The sub- 
committee had not met, but Mr. Mildren had discussed 
various aspects with another member, Mr. Craig, by 
telephone, and they were now in possession of facts for 
submission to the sub-committee which would meet in 
the near future. 

Mr. Lipsham pointed out the need to deal with this 
matter with expedition. 

Mr. McCarthy suggested that, as the item was of a 
specialised nature, the small experienced sub-committee 
could deal with the detail much more efficiently if it 
were empowered to implement its decisions reached 
after careful examination. Mr. Reynolds supported Mr. 
McCarthy’s view. 

After further discussion, it was resolved that the sug- 
gestion be adopted and that the sub-committee en- 
deavour to implement its decisions as soon as possible, 
reporting on its actions to the February meeting. 

Letter to F.P.S.G.A., advising that sub-committee has 
been appointed to prepare a draft programme for 1961 
Galenical Exercises, and suggesting that the State 
Branch Committee appoint a representative to meet 
members of the sub-committee. The Registrar stated 
that no further advice had been received from the Guild. 
but when advice was received it would be passed on 
to Mr. Mildren for the sub-committee. 

Alterations to Galenical Notebook.—There was fur- 
ther discussion on the report previously submitted by 
Mr. Mildren. It was agreed that alterations should be 
made to the notebook, but that it should be carried out 
in such a way that students would not be under a mis- 
apprehension. Accordingly, it was agreed that a printed 
sheet, suitably headed and with an explanatory fore- 
word advising changed modern conditions which had 
caused the revision, should be affixed to the present 
stock of galenical notebooks and also issued to recent 
holders of the notebooks for the alterations to be made 
in their copies. 

It was resolved that the sheet containing revised de- 
tail should be finalised by the sub-committee in confer- 
ence with the Senior Lecturer, and printing placed in 
hand as soon as possible. 

Galenical Cards.—Mr. Lipsham stated that he had 
discussed the matter with Mr. Mildren, and it was agreed 
that the cards, when reprinted, should bear the heading 
“Pharmacy Board of South Australia” and include 
columns for the number of prescriptions done and the 
number deficient or in excess, with provision for the 
signature of the master. 

Members unanimously agreed with the proposal, and 
it was resolved that the revised galenical cards be printed 
for use in 1961. 

Letters to a number of students, advising that they 
must repeat their respective years, and failure again 
may mean exclusion from the course. Acknowledg- 
ments received advising personal decisions in the mat- 
ter. The Registrar stated that replies had been received 
from all except five students. Of the five, two had now 
returned indentures. He was authorised to contact 
the masters of the other three. 

Application by Mrs. C. I. Trummer for Permission to 
Take Apprentices.—A report was received from Messrs. 
Lipsham and Mildren on their interview with Mrs. 
Trummer. They recommended that she be granted per- 
mission to employ an apprentice. It was resolved that 
the recommendation be adopted. The President thanked 
the examiners for their effort in this regard. 

Financial—Finance Statement and Balance Sheet 
for the year ended December 31, 1960. The Treasurer 
detailed relevant items on the statement, which had 
been prepared and audited much earlier than usual. 
The Treasurer considered that the deficit, coupled with 
the budget for 1961 and the need for revision of ad- 
ministration expenses, pointed to the move for an in- 
crease in fee for annual practising certificate.

BLUES SINGERS CALL DOCTORS 


Psychological reactions perceived as bodily symptoms 
accounted for 84 per cent. of the initial visits to the 
Massachusetts General Hospital medical clinic, according 
to an analysis of a random sample of 101 such visits 
studied by doctors on the staff. 


The authors, Dr. John D. Stoeckle, Dr. Gerald E. 
Davidson and Dr. Jerome L. Weinberger, are all asso- 
ciated with Harvard Medical School as well as Massa- 
chusetts General. 


This part of a continuing study of psychological fac- 
ters in illness examined specifically the frequency of 
requests for medical care when depression following 
traumatic loss is present. All patients selected for study 
were visiting the clinic for the first time or for the first 
time in one year. They were considered ill and were 
referred by community physicians, by other clinics, by 
the emergency service, or were self-referred. All were 


paying patients, and no self-designated psychiatric 
patients were included. 


Four questions were asked: 


@ Were symptoms related to bodily disease or was 
a psychological reaction presented? 


@ What identifiable bodily disease was present? 


@ What events in the patient’s life preceded illness 
and the decision to consult a doctor? 


@ What were the specific psychological reactions to 
these events and what relationship did they have to the 
illness and the decision to consult a doctor? 


Psychological reactions were classified as depression, 
hypochondriacal, obsessional, anxiety and conversion. 


More than 50 per cent. of both men and women had a 
reaction of depression. Of the 85 patients with psycho- 
logical reactions, 73 reported onset of symptoms coin- 
cided with events of traumatic loss, such as separations, 
real or threatened bodily injury, changes in family or 
job status or death. There were no differences between 
men and women in type or frequency of precipitating 
events. 


Bodily disease was found in 43 per cent. of all patients 
and in 32 per cent. of the patients with psychological 
reactions. 


This proportion of somatic illness is the same as first 
reported from this clinic in 1905 by Richard Cabot. The 
authors emphasised that both organic and psychological 
illness occur at the same time, but the reason for com- 
ing to the clinic was most commonly psychological.

TELEMETERED SHEEP 


Small radio transmitters mounted on the backs of 
sheep are being used to provide a continuous labora- 
tory record of grazing behaviour. The animals are 
grazed in fields adjacent to the Ian Clunies Ross Animal 
Research Laboratory, Sydney. They present a bizarre 
,rcamaaeg with their car-style aerials pointing to the 
sky. 


Messages transmitted back to the laboratory include 
data concerning the time spent by the sheep in grazing, 
in ruminating and in resting. The movement of the 
sheep’s jaw opens a small switch which relays a signal 
to the transmitter. The frequency and pattern of the 
signals allows experienced observers to determine 
whether they result from grazing or from ruminating. 


The regularity of rumination allows that action to 
be distinguished from that of grazing. During rumina- 
tion the sheep regurgitates a mouthful of food from 
its stomach and chews it at a steady rate of one jaw 
movement per second for 50 seconds and then swallows 
it. After a pause of 10 seconds, the whole process is 
repeated. Hungry sheep may make 120 jaw movements 
per minute, but later, as the sheep graze more selec- 
tively, the movements become less frequent. The new 
technique is already providing interesting information 
and has established the fact that the food intake of 
sheep may fall during cold weather.
